laſt Campagne, was an Exploit that deſervedly gave a very 

great Reputation to the Affairs of the Confederates, and 

to their Arms. For this was a Place of ſuch Strength, both by Na- 
ture and by Art, and which the Enemies had been at ſuch vaſt Ex- 
nce to fortifie, ſo as to render it inacceſſible to our greateſt Ef- 
xts, that the Prench King did not only reckon it a ſecure and im- 
pregnable Bulwark to his Conqueſts in time of War, but alſo a 
Place of ſuch Conſequence in relation to Peace, that by its Reſtitu- 
tion to the King of Spaiz he could at leaſt expect to remain the quiet 
B Poſlefior 


T HE taking of Namur, which crown'd the Work of our 


: Wa 
Poſſeſſor of all his Incroachments made from the Treaty of Nime- 
guen to the beginning of this War, in the next Negotiations of 
Peace. This is the Place of which the Enemies faid, T hat « mizhe 
be Reſtor'd, but not Taken. 

And as the ReduCtion of Namur gave ſo much Credit and Reputa- 
tion to our Arms, it leſſened at the ſame time as much that of our 
Powerful, and too often Victorious Enemies, This Mortification, 
and unexpected turn of War, put the French King upon very extraor- 
dinary Methods, not only to re-eſtabliſh the Reputation of his Af- 
fairs, and to keep up the Glory of his Arms, but even to reduce 
the Allies to accept of his own Terms, and to force ſuch a Peace up- 
on them as he ſhould think fit. Theſe extraordinary Methods have 
a neceſſary Coherence with the Sequel of this Hiſtory, and cannot 
well be paſt over. 

The taking of Cazal in Italy, and of Namur in the Spaniſh Nether- 
lands, and the Weakneſs of the French upon the Rhzne and in Cata- 
lonia, in both which places they were not in a Condition to under- 
take any thing to make Amends for the Loſſes of Cazal and Namur, 
were too evident aTeſtimony of the Superiority of the Allies over the 
Common.Enemy : And whilſt this was the Condition of his Land- 
Affairs, his Fleet had remain'd block*®d up in the Mediterranean, or 
rather in the very H2rbor of Thoxlon, for two Years together. This. 
could give the French King but little Hopes of forcing the Allies to. 
ſo advantagjous a Peace for him, as had been given out heretofore; 
unleſs he made more extraordinary Efforts both by Land and Sea. 
To this end, as ſoon as the Troops had left the Field the laſt Cam- 
pagne, and gone into Winter-Quarters, he gave out new Commiſſi- 
ons for the Raiſing between Forty and Fifty Regiments, moſt, if not. 
all, Foot, to increaſe the Strength and Number of his Land Forces, 
and aft with more Vigour againſt the Allies. Admiral Ryſe/, who 
had Commanded His Majeſty?s Fleet in the Strezgbts, to keep up that 
of the French in thoſe Seas, return'd Home about this time, and 
Sir Geo. Rook was ſent to Command there in his Place ; but with ſuch 
a number of Ships, as encourag?'d the French King to order his Fleet 
to be Arnyd with all ſpeed at Thoulon, to attempt the Paſlage of the 
Streights, and get into the Ocean, if poſſible, before that Squadron 
ſhould arrive at Cadiz, which was deſign*d from England to rein- 
force Sir George Rook, and to Convoy our Merchant Ships to the 
Streights, and Naval Stores for the Year following. 77s 

But ſtill all theſe mighty Preparations could give no Proſpe& to 
Lews the 14th of forcing the Allies to accept of ſuch Terms of 
Peace as were moſt convenient for him, whilſt England oh, ſo 
heavy

heavy upon his Arms; they ſerv*d rather to exhauſt him, and to 
make a tedious and lingring War ; and therefore *twas neceſſary for 
his Afﬀairs, to ſhake off this Burden one way or other ; and as it was 
neceſſary, ſo.was it deſignd per fas & nefas. 
The French Miniſters in the Neutral Courts chang*d very much 
their Note upon theſe mighty Preparations. Before, they were for 
deſiring the Neutral Powers to uſe their Intereſt in the procuring of 
a General Peace; but now they talk?d of nothing leſs than forcing 
the Allies to it by the Vigour of their Arms ; eſpecially at Rome, 
where the Cardinal Fourbin had hitherto made it his buſineſs to im» 
portune the Pope, to apply himſelf with all his Zeal to bring the 
Roman Catholick Princes to-a General Peace : But now the French 
Miniſters here took a higher Strain ; and the Allies were tobe forc*d 
to that very Peace, which before they had refus*d to the French 
King's Generoſity, and to the good Offices of His Holineſs. They 
talk*d of a Coup PEſtat ®, which ſhould ſurprize and amaze all Chrs- 4 4 we. 
- Fendom, but eſpecially the Allies, whoſe Aﬀeairs it was to put quite ferpiece of 
out of ſoiht at once, and oblige them to accept of ſuch a Peace as State-Pe- 
the French King ſhould be pleas'd to give them. Hcy 
Theſe extraordinary Preparations of the Enemies put His Majeſty 
upon ways of making Head againſt them, eſpecially in Flanders, 
where the French were to bring down the Main of their Forces, and 
to have very numerous Armies. To this end the Regiments of Bel- 
laſſis, Brudenel, and Faringdon, were ſent over from England ; the 
firſt to re-inforce our Army, and the other two to recruit the Engliſh 
Regiments that had ſerv*d in the Siege of Namur, and the Officers, 
Sergeants, Corporals, and Drums, were ſent back again into Erg- 
land to make up their Regiments anew. The Princeſs Ann's Regt- 
ment (lately Commanded by Col. Beaumert, but naw by Col. Webb) 
was ſent after; which at preſent made vp the number of Battalions 
in His Majeſty*s Pay in this Countrey Sixty One. Yet this was but 
an inconſiderable Reinforcement, in compariſon of what "Troops 1 
the Enemies were now raiſing, Therefore His Majeſty treated with 
the Biſhop of Adunſter, and the Dukes of Lxnenburg and Zell, to 
ſend ſome of their Forces to ſerve under the Landrgrave of Heſſe 
Caſſel, and att either in Germany or Flanders, as there ſhould be oc- 
caſion. The Duke of. Holſtein Gotterp oblig*d himſelf likewiſe to- 
ſend two Regiments of Foot, and one of Dragoons, to ſerve under 
the ſame Prince ; and the Circles of Suabia and Franconia enter?d 
themſelves in the Common Alliance, and: therenpon' made- ſome 
Augmentation to the Troops in their Pay. Theſe were the Forces 
the Allies were to have upon the Rhine, and in the Low Conntveys, 
| B 2 | Over 
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Maricime'Tqwjs of Flanders; and that the buſineſs of England was 
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only a Blind to cover it- And'fndeed, who could imagine the 
French King had a Deſign to reduce England under the Obedience of 
the late King with Ten or Eleven Men of War, and about Twenty 
Regiments of Foot, whilſt. we had a 'good Fleet at Home, and the 
Pazliament Sitting; whoſe Proceedings did not give the French King 
the leaſt Encouragement'for ſuch an Undertaking ? On the contrary, 
they hadexpreſgd all manner'of Confidence in, and Aﬀettion, Zeal, 
and Loyalty, for His Majeſty*s'Perſon and Government. Men may 
ſay, that the Enemies depended upon the Sailing of the Squadron 
deſign'd to reinforce Sir George Rgok at Cadiz, and of our Outward 
Bound Merchant Ships, which were 'very many, and which mighr 
have drain'd us both of Ships and Sea-men : But their Proceedings 
afterwards have ſhewed, that they did not depend upon this ; and 
though they had,” yet it mult have been without much Ground or 
Reaſon : For it muſt be very hard if EFylandat any time cannot af- 
ford as many, and more Men of War, than they were now preparing 
at Dunkirk'; and yet theſe were to do the buſinefs: For when it came 
to the nick of time, it does not appear that above Three Men of 
War came: from  Breſ# to reinforce them. And therefore it is no 
wonder if thoſe Perſons that were at the Helm of Afiirs, either in 
England, . Flanders, or Holland, or if our very Generals, were not 
very forward to believe that the Enemies Deſigns could be againft 
England, and if they were confirmed ſo much the more in their opi- 
nion,. that all theſe Preparations at Calais and Dunkzrk, muſt be 1n- 
tended either againſt the Iſles of Zealand, or the Sea Coaſt of Flan- 
; &&r3::0r at moſt, 'to make fome Attempt in Scorland, which was the 
-» Opinion :of ſame other People ; but certainly a Voyage very dange- 
.: -Tats,) and liable to too many difficulties to be undertaken in this Sea- 
fon; -ia which the leaſt Storm of Weather (which tis very reaſon- 
. able toexpect at ſuch a time) muſt diſperſe their Fleer, and ſcatter 

their Tranſport Ships up and down. to the mercy of the Waves, or 
may be of our own Coaſts3- and the Paſſage of ſuch a length, that 
theſe difficulties are almoſt unavoidable in this ſeaſon. 
However, Men were in great expectations on all fides, to ſee 
-., What/alltheſe Preparations would tend to. But now the time began 
_ to draw near,- which was like to ſatisfie the Curiofity of ſome, and 
the- Wiſhes or- Apprehenſions of others, according to their ſeveral 
Inclinationsand Intereſts The Mareſchal de Boxffers made ſeye- 
ral Voyages inthe Winter from! Flanders to Court, and about the 
.. beginning of 'Felrnz; laſt he came to Calais and Dunkirk, to view 
+ ;The. Forees That! had been Tommanded in the Neighbourhood of 

- thoſe places,” and' to ſeeall things'in' a readineſs to Ship them, and 
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to-purſue the projeded Deſign: and Monſieur de Gabaret, Liente- 
nant General of the French King's Naval Forces,. and Vice- Admiral 
of his Fleet, was ordered from Court to repair forthwith to Calass 
and Dunkirk, to Command the Squadron of Men of War that by 
this time was ready there to receive him. But ſtill we were ſecure 
in England, and they were very apprehenſive in Holland, where they 
were making all poſſible Preparations both by Land and Sea, to 
fruſtrate the Enemies Attempts. Ou February the 18th, This great 
Deſign which hitherto had been ſmoother?d as much as poſſible, be- 
gan to blaze openly. The French King declar*d his Preparations to 
be againſt England, to Re-eſtabliſh the Late King, his Ally, upon 
the Throne of that Kingdom, and that this Important. Aﬀair was ſo 
Concerted, that there remain*d no more but the Waves and the 
Winds todo their part; as if nothing elſe could make it miſcarry. 
The Duke of Berwick had been privately in England, from whence he 
was now return'd to givean account of the Condition of Afﬀairs on 
that: ſide, and the Report he made of it haſten'd the Late King's 
departure from St. Germains, this being the nick of time to do his 
buſineſs. Accordingly on the ſaid February the 18th the Late King, 
after a long Conference with the French King, and having thank 

him for the many Obligations he had to his Majeſty for His Gene- 
Tous ProteCtion and Aſſiſtance, took his leave, and went Poſt to Ca- 
lais. And now Courriers and Manifeſto*s were diſpatched to all the 
Neutral Princes, to 2cquaint them with theſe Proceedings, and to 
let them *know that the Moſt Chriſtian King look?d upon himſelf as 
bound in Honour, and to Vindicate the Majeſty of Kings obliged to 
uſe his utmoſt endeavours to reſtore this Prince to his Realms, but 
more eſpecially now,that he was invited to 1t by a great many Engliſh 
People, both Nobles and others, who were weary of the Preſent Go- 
vernment. But by ſo much as is known of the late Conſpiracy (and 
I believe that no Conſpiracy has ever appear*d more plain and evident 
to the World than this) this pretended Invitation was ſo far from 
being ſo general as was intimated in theſe Manrfeffo*s, that the very 
Roman Catholicks of Eſtate and Fortune were not concern'd init; 
ſume deſperate Bigots only who had nothing to looſe, and whoſe For- 
tunes could be made no otherwiſe but by ſuch a Revolution, (ſome 
very few only excepted) were the Contrivers and Promoters of this 
Plot, and the very men that implor?d the French King's Aſliſtance. 
*Tis true that we had ſuſtained very great loſſes at Sea ſince this 
War, which incommoded our Trade very much, and that the 
great Circulation of Coin, which is always very neceſſary in ſuch a 
time, had given the Clippers and Coiners-too great an opportunity 


of 
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of debaſing the Money of the Nation to a very ſtrange degree, and ' 
ſuch as will be the wonder and amazement of future Ages ; and ?tis 
very natural for People under ſuchcircumſtances to complain. . Our: 
Dome ſtick Enemies took this for an effe& of a general Diſſatisfaftion, 
and no douht repreſented the thing as ſuch to Lewss the 14th, and he 
built upon it. But the Conſequences have ſhew*d the folly and weak- 
neſs of ſach reaſoning. The Pulſe and Temper of the Engliſh Na- 
tion is always beſt known by the Proceedings of ics Parliament, 
When it ſtands by the Government, that is to be taken for the ge- 
neral Humour and Inclination of the People, and ſo on the contra- 
ry. But eſpecially this was an apparent Conſequence of the proceed- 
ings of the Parliament then ſitting, that had been choſen but juſt be- 
fore by the People of England, as freely, and with as much liberty, 
as any Parliament had ever been in the Nation. 

But whatever gronnds our Enemies had to flatter themſelves in this 
Deſign, they made ſure of it, (tho' the Myſtery was not yet known, 
that gave:them ſo great confidence) and the late King, who (as we 
have now ſaid, had left St. Germazns, and taken his leave of the 
French King the 18th of February) came Poſt to Calsis the 21th. to 
Embarque the Troops that-had been provided for him, in order to 
paſs into Ergland; and immediately at his arrival, the Troops, Ar- 
tillery, and Stores, were ordered to be put on Board with the ut- | 
moſt diligence, whilſt great News were very impatiently expected 
from Exgland, in order to ſet Sail. The Prayers of Forty Howrs were 
appointed in moſt Dioceſſes of France, to implore a Bleſling upon 
the Undertaking, and the Devotions were no leſs publick at Rome for. 
the ſame purpoſe. This indeed was a work, which if it had ſuc- 
ceeded, would have intirely ruin'd che common Afeairs of the Allies, 
and muſt have left them expos'd to the Mercy of the French King, 
who would then have had but a very eaſfie Triumph of chem. Bur of 
all the Allies,the French King was moſt concern'd for the Duke of Sa- . 
voy, by reaſon of that Duke's near Alliance with the Duke of Orleans 
his Majeſties Brother,who work?d very zealouſly at this time to make 
a reconciliation between them. The Duke of Orleans awd Ve- 
ry paſſionately to the Duke of Savoy the ill condition of his Affairs, , 
and how deſperate they were like to be after England ſhould be diſ-. 
membred from the Alliance, whence he had his beſt Supplies, and that - 
the ſucceſs of-that undertaking was almoſt inevitable; and at the 
ſame time offer*d very advantagious terms in the French King's 
name, to perſuade him to a Separate Peace; which was now put to 
his choice for no other reaſon, but a pure zeal and concern for his in- 


tereſt, and that of his Family, which his. Daughter the FO : 
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of Savoy oblig*d him to take care of, What Effet this had at the 
Court of Tur: ſhall be told hereafter. | 
The News of the late Kings Artival at Calais ſoon fled all over 
Flanders. The Duke of Wirtemberg was then at Newport, to look 
after the Security of that Place, whilſt the Enemies were gathering in 
a Body between Calais and Dunkirk, ; for hitherro theſe Preparations 
were look*d upon as deſign'd ag2inſt the Sea-Coaſt of Flanders, or 
that of Holland. But King Fames his coming to Calais now, convinc'd 
the Duke, and all our Generals, that the Enemies real Defign-was 
againſt England. However, at the ſame time they could not con- 
ceive how an Attempt of that great Conſequence could be propos'd 
and Undertaken with ſo inconſiderable a Fleet, and ſo few Land-For- 
ces; but the next News from Englaxd diſcovered the whole Intrigue. 
The D. of Wirtemberg, upon knowledge of the late King's Arrival at 
Calais, immediately diſpatched one of his Aide de Camps for England, 
o give his Majeſty notice of all this. Pr. Vaudemont was then at Bruſ- 
Nets with the Eleor of Bavaria,who both diſpatched Expreſſes to the 
King by way of Holland. The Count de Honaſtorot, Col. of a Regiment 
of Bavarian Dragoons, was ſent by the EleCtar : Bat the Duke of 
Wirtemberg*s Aide de Camp, who had been diſpatched direQly from 
Newport, arciv*d at Court the 22th at Night, after he had narrow- 
ly eſcap'd the Enemies at Sea in a Fiſhing-Boat, where he had hid 
himſelf under a Net, whilſt a Privateer had boarded it to look for 
Paſſengers : For the Fiſhermen of Newport are free, unleſs they have 
Goods or Paſſengers on Board. The Duke of Wirtemberg likewiſe, 
upon the firſt News of this intended Invaſion, ſtopt all the Ships in 
the Harbor of Oftend, which were retained for his Majeſty's Service, 
as well as abundance of B:landers upon the Canals of Offend and Bru- 
ges, inorder to tranſport Forces out of Flanders into England, and 
orderd ſeveral Regiments to be ready to march for that purpoſe. 
The States of Holland operated Tra: ſport Ships alſo at Sas var 
Ghendt, to carry over ſuch Troops as his Majeſty ſhould have oc- 
caſion for. When the Duke of Wirtemberg's Aide de Camp came to 
Court with the News of all theſe Preparations, the King had been 
inform?d but the Night before of a moſt horrid Conſpiracy deſign'd 
againſt his Perſon, v:z. To Aſlaſſinate him as he ſhould be coming 
from Hunting, in Richmond Park, where his Majeſty went generally 
every Saturday. The King had notice of it the Friday Sevennight 
before by Mr. Pendergraſs, who was one of the Perſons appointed for 
this Enterprize by ſome of his Friends. This ſfopt the King's Jour- 
ney to Richmond the next Day. But the Friday following, his Ma- 
jeſty having a full Information of the matter, by the joint Evidence 
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iconrt, fLiettenant Geherdlof the Frexeb King: Arthics: The Sievrs 
raconral and Atbergonts were to fete tinder him as Major-Generals, 
and the Duke of Humieres, the en n' of Biron, and Monkienr de 
Atornay, as Brigaderrs : beſides the Duke of Berwick, and the OF- 
ficers that have followed the Tonrt at St. Germaths, who' were to 
Head the late Kings Friends in Erplard. From whence jt is very 
tain, that theſe Troops were more defign'd to ſettle King Fames on 
e Throne amidft thoſe Confuſions which were like to be the Con-

3nd pull down the preſent Government by open Force of Arms. 
If Men do juſtly and Inpri net upon theſe late efforts of 
T.ewjs the 14th. in behalf of his Allierhe late King, and how unſes- 
ſonable they were in compariſon of the 1 he has had to 
render him ſervice before the ReduQtion of Treland ; they muſt be 
convinced, that, notwithſtanding the French nog 3 PI in fe- 
veral Maniſeſtos, and Letters to fing Te Dewn for ſome of his Suc- 
cefles, That he has engag*d bimfelf in this War, ayainſt moſt \ Bewg 
Princes of Europe, to vindicate the Majeſty, ani affert the Authority 
and Royal Prerogative of Kings 3 1 ay, this moſt convince'them, thar 
the Frexch King has wholly purſued His own Intereſt in It, even to. 


the nepleCt of the Afﬀairs of that very Prince, whofe Cauſe he ' >> 
tends ſo zealouſly to eſpouſe. Why were not theſe efforts made fn 
the War of eland, when they would bave been. more ſerviceable, 
and their ſucceſs leſs doubtful? Where they had Sea-Ports open to 
receive them, and an Army in the Field to join them ? But the 
French King had yet made no Conqueſts upon the Allies, ſettin

And therefore after the Defeat 
= King 
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King Famer his Forces had receiv'd at the Boyne, arid that his Mg- 
jeſty had advanc% in the ReduQtion of Hreland as far as ' Limerich,, 
which place ball put a ſtop to the ſucceſſes of that Pn oh our 
fide, the French King withdrew moſt of his Forces, and ſome Iriſh 
Troops; otit of Ire[4nd; to bring them over into France, to proſecute 
his own defigns, and to make Conqueſts for himſelf. This put him 
In a condition to undertake the Siege of Mons my early che year 
following, and to rediictethe Towhs of Nice and Yillefranche, both 
belonging to the Duke of Savoy in Piemont, under his Obedience, 
Now indeed, the French Arms began to make a noiſe in the World ; 
but what the French King got on one ſide for himſelf, he loſt on the 
othet for his Fried, whoſe Cauſe he ſeem'd to be ſo zealous for, even 
the remainder of what King Fames had in Ireland. There is no doubt 
but that the Enemies expected a longer reſiſtance in Treland, which 
might have madea conſiderable diverſion to favour their deſigns againſt 
the Allies; and had it not bcen for the ſpecial bleſſing of God upon 
out Arnis, they had not been much deceiv*d in their' expeQations. 
It pleaſed God to put all Ireland in his Majeſties hands in the Cam- 
pagne following, which now united all the three Kingdoms in the 
common cauſe of the Allies, which, above all, the French had reaſon 
to apprehend. And *rwas now, when it was too late, that the 
French King began to uſe his moſt conſiderable efforts in the Reſtay- 
ration of the late King, whoſe Intereſt he had hitherto negleQed in 
Treland to purſue his own. Therefore in the year 1692 great Prepa- 
rations were made _at the Hogue in Normandy to Invade England, 
where the Enemies caught a Tartar, and had their Fleet beaten, and 
a great many Men of War burnt and deſtroy'd by Admiral Ruſſel, 
But our Egemies know that his Majeſty is not very eaſily perſuaded 
out of three Kingdoms, and thereforedid as little depend then upon 
theic Preparations for this Undertaking, as they did the beginning 
of this year ; they had Aſſaſſines ready then as well as now ; and 
Grandval own'd the Conſpiracy in all its Circumſtances, of which 
there are many and many Witneſſes to this Day, and Men of un- 
doubted Honour. I muſt not urge this RefleCtion further ; I have 
ſaid this only, to endeavour to undeceive too many Perſons in Exg- 
land, and to convince them, That our Enemies have more purſued 
theit own Intereſt, than been Friends to the late King's Afﬀairs. 

This Digreſſion has carried me a little out of the way ; I muſt now 
come in again, to proceed in the Courſe of this Hiſtory, At che ſame 
time his Majeſty took ſo much Care to put the Kingdom in a poſture 
of Defence, by providing a ſufficient Number of Land-Forces, he pro- 
ceeded with a wonderful Expedition to Arm our Fleet. _ 

C 2 Ruſſe 
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Ruſſel was order'd immediately, upon the Diſcovery, of this Con- 


ſpiracy, and of the Enemies Deſigns, to repair-to Chatham, and fit 


out the Fleet, the Rendezvous whereof was- appointed in_the 
Downs, were all the Men of War we had in the Sea-ports-of the 
Channel were order?d to come and join the Admiral. All this was 
done with ſo much Diſpatch and Expedition, that in leſs than. a 
Weeks time, we had upwards of Fifry Men of War in a Line 
of Battel , upon the Enemies Coaſt between Calais and Dunkirk: 
Indeed the Providence of Almighty God is very remarkable-in 
this very thing ; for our Outward bound Merehant Ships, _ and 
their Convays, and the Squadron defſign'd for the Srreights, had 
been long detain'd in our Harbours by contrary Weſterly Winds, 
which had blown moſtly for two or three Months before. '- This was 
very affliting to the Merchants, and all were ſorry that Sir George 
Rock could not for this Reaſon be ſo ſoon reinforced as was necel(- 
ſary, to be able to defend the Paſſage of the Srreights againſt the 
Naval Preparations that were making at Thoulon. But at. the ſame 
rime that we were ſo much concern'd at the Obſtinacy,of theſe We- 
ſterly Winds, God, who ſees alt things, even the moſt ſecret Ma- 
chinations and Deſigns of Men, provided them for our very Safety, 
and made that a wholſom Phyſick for us which we imagin'd to be 
Poyſon. Thy way, O God ! # in the Sea, and thy paths in the great. 
Waters, and thy footſteps are not knows ! | 

Admiral Rf! had Orders to deſtroy what he could. come at of 
the Enemies Men of War and Tranſport- Ships :: But-his coming up- 
on the Coaſt ſtruck ſuch a Terror. among thoſe very Men, who but 
jaſt before thought of no leſs than triumphing.in England, that they 
were now glad to provide for their own Safety. All the Tranſport 
Ships immediately got ipto the Peer of Calas, and their-Men of War 
Juſt under-theProteCtion of the Richebank of Daxkgrk,behind the Flemiſh 
Sands,between Dunkirkand Maerdyck,where they forthwith diſarmd 
to get into the Harbor. Ruſſe! found the Enemies Ships in this Poſture 
within theſe Shallows, under the Shot of their own Forts, where 
there was no poſſibility of actacki ng them, without an apparent Ha- 
Zard of doing our felves more Harm, than.we could do them Miſ- 
chief. Our Bomb-Veſſels. were not. then.ready for ſo. fudden and 
un{ook?d for an Expedition, which could have done the Enemies 
moſt Harmat this time ; and before they could be got ready, theſe 
French Men of War were difarm'd, and got ſafe into Dunkirk, This 
oblig?d Admiral Rf to return, without undertaking any thing, 
and leave Sir Cloudeſly Shovel to Cruiſe before Calais with a good 
Squadron, where he was join*d. by. our Bomb-Veſſels, in ane to 
| ave 
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have Bombarded Calais, and buryt and deſtroy*d the Tranſport- 
Ships that were pretty thick in the Harbour. But the 'Enemies had 
provided for the Security of that Harbour, by advancing ſuch 
Wooden Forts into the Sea as they have at Dunkirk, which kept our 
Bonb- Veſſels too far off, and thus hinder*d our Bombs from doing 
them any conſiderable Miſchief. | 
During theſe Sea-Tranſattions, the Twenty Battalions that had 
 embark*d at Sa.van Ghendt and Oftend, arriv'd in Enzland, and came 


up to Graveſend, under the Command of the Duke of Wirtemberg *, * March 


bur in the Paſſage, ſome of the Tranſport-Ships that carried Erle*s and 9: 
Bellaſſs*s Regiments, fell in the Night-time amongſt ſome D unkirk, 
- Privateers, being ſeparated by an high North-Eaſt Wind from their 
Convoy, and TenCompanies of theſe two Regiments were carried 
Priſoners to Dunkirk. And now, the Preſence of our Fleet upon 
the French Coaſt, andthe Arrival of ſo many Troops into England, 
(which by our Fleets being at Sca, could not be hindred from coming 
over) quite defeated the Enemies Deſigns ; and the French Troops 
were put on Shore again, as well as the Artillery and Stores. This 
Proceeding of the Enemies is a clear Demonſtration, that all their 
Hopes in this Undertaking, depended upon the Succeſs of the Con- 
ſpiracy. For this ſudden Appezrance of our Fleet upon their Coaſts, 
is no more than they could reaſonably expect from England at that 
time, whilit his Majeſty was on the Throne. They knew, as well as 
we did, that we had then abundance of Seamen ready to Man all our: 
Ships of War, which by our Outward bound Merchant Ships ha- 
ving been ſo long detained by contrary Weather, at Spithead and the 
Downs, covld all be had upon the firſt occaſion. They knew, as well 
as we did, that we had more Men of War at Sp:thead and the Downs, 
even then ready, than they had fitted out at Dunkzrkto Convoy over 
their Tranſport-Troops ; and conſequently, they muſt know, that 
whilſt our Afﬀairs were in this Condition, *twas impoſſible. for 
them to propoſe the bringing of, ſo many Troops over into Eng- 
England, without a manitclt Hazard of their being all deſtroyed by: 
our over-powerful Fleet. Neither could they expect to ſteak over 
theſe Troops into England, theſe Preparations being mude juſbunder 
our very Noſes at Calaw and Dunkirk, and fo near Newport, (one of 
our Frontier Gariſons in Flanders) from whence we muſt have daily 
Tntelligence, vhat *rwas impoſlible for them to think of having theſe 
Troops at Sea before we could be provided agaioſt them: And con- 
ſequently, either our Enemies muſt have built Caſtles inthe Air, and 
cannot. be ſo wiſe as they are repreſented by thoſe who would juſtifie 
them from being acceſſary to ſo baſe, unworthy, and barbarous a 
Deſign ; or elſe all theſe Preparations muſt have been made to __ 
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the Conſpiracy intended 3painſt the King's Sacred Perſon. If there- 
fore the Enemies gave over the Deſign at preſent, which they had 
121d againſt England, *twas becauſe the Conſpiracy againſt his Maje- 
ity's Life was diftoyer*d, and that Admiral RiffePs Preſence upon 
their Coaſt was tov certain an. Argument of it. 
There being no Hopes left for the late King to pet into __ 
at this time, his Majeſty went to D#krk to fee that ſtrong Place, 
where the French King has been at ſuch vaſt Expeace to fortifle it 
* both againſt Land and Sea-Attempts, and to make it a good Harbour, 
not. only for Trade, but for his Ships of War. From thence the 
late King return*d to Calais, and ſo went to Bologye, in order tomake 
{ome ſtay there, to make ns ſtill apprehenſive in England, and tobe 
ready to undertake the Deſign anew, if the Thoxton Fleet ſhould get 
to Breſt before Sir George Rook could come to the Channel z or if any 
Miſchance ſhould happen to this Fleet In returning home. In the 
mean while the Dake of Wirtemberg*s Forces ſtill continued on Board 
at Graveſend, where they did not a little ſuffer by reaſon of the 
cold Weather they met with at this time, becauſe *twas not yet re- 
folv*d whether they ſhould all land, or all return into Flanders. But 
the Apprehenſions we had, leſt any Misfortanes ſhonld happen to 
Sir George Rook?s Fleet coming from the S#rtights, oblig*d us ro chuſe 
ro order Ten Battalions of theſe Forces to be put on Shore, and ro 
ſend the other Ten, under the Duke of Wirremberg*s Command, 
back into Flanders. Accordingly, the Second Battalion of the Firſt 
Regiment of Engliſh Guards, the Second Battalion of Scots Guards, 
the Regiments of Selwyn, Trelawny, Columbine, Granville, Tidcomb, 
Mackay, Bellaſſis and Erle, were landed, and pur into Quarters, 
and the reft were order*d back to Flanders the firſt fair Weather ; 
but they were long detained in the River by contrary Winds, which 
did no great kindneſs to thoſe Regiments. Whilſt the Duke of Wir- 
. eemberg was in England with theſe Battalions, left our Frontier in 
Flanders ſhould remain unfurniſh'd þy their Abſence, Sir David Col- 
liers Brigade, that had been quarter*d at Namur, was commanded 
to Bruges ; and the Regiments of Seymour and Brewer, that had 
been at Malines, were ſent the ſame way, to reinforce our Fron- 
tier - on that ſide. But as this was not ſufficient to make up what 
had been taken away with the Duke of Wirtemberp, the Dutch Forces 
that had been quarter'd in the Holland Gariſons, were order'd to the 
Frontier of Brabant, and others towards Flanders, to put our ſelyes 
in a Poſture of Defence. | 
*T was this Motion, which could give the Enemies no other Tealou- 
fie, that put us upon the Deſign of deſtroying the great Magazines the 
Enemies had been preparitg allthe Winter at Gzver, in order to an 
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eatly Campagne,and ſome conſiderable Ungermaniag vpor the Meiſe : 
which Deſign was concluded upon in a Council of War held at Bru- 
fels, between the EleQor of Bavaria, the Duke of Holſtein Ploen, 
and my Lord of Athlone ;_ and propogd, as ?tis ſaid, by the Prince 
of Yakdemont, who was now at Aewport, in a readineſs to receive 
his Majeſty's Commands in this mighty ConjunCture of his Affairs. 
The Prince had tepair'd hither upon the firſt News of the late King's 
Arrival at Calas, and of the Enemies Preparations for him z and 
the return of the Duke of Wirtemberg's Hide de Camp that had car- 
ried Advice of it to Court, and who brought back the News of the 
Difcovery of the Conſpiracy, the Prince was come to this place, 
where he _y immediately all the Cannon round the Ramparts 
to be thrice diſcharged, to tet the Enemies know that their 
Defigns were defeated. But to return to the bulineſs 'of Gr- 
wet ; this Defign having been approv'd of, whilſt the Du:ch Troops 
were marching up to make good our Frontier upon the Duke of Wir - 
renbery's Detachment; thoſe that march'd from Meeftrichr, Liege, 
Tongres, St. Tron, &c. had Orders to go ſtreight to Namaer, where 
a good Train of Artillery, and feveral Mortars, were making ready 
with all Secreſie imaginable. And that the Enemies might not ſa- 
ſpe any Deſign on that fide, all the Cavalry of Br»ſels, and Lonvere, 
ad other neighbouring places, with ſome Detachments of Foor, 
were order'd to march out at the ſame time towards Mons, as if we 
had a Deſign to have made an Incutfion in their Lines between the 
 Haiſne and the Sambre, to raiſe Contribution. This made the Ene- 
mies ſecure towards the Menſe, and facilitated my Lord of Arhlone”s 
Enterprize, who was to command the Troops to be concerned in it. 
As ſoon as the Troops that march*d from Maeſftrichr, Lrege, &c. 
were got to Namar, they were join'd there by the moſt conſiderable 
rt'of the Garriſon, (which was very ſtrong) making together a 
y of Eight or Nine Thouſand Men ; and Lientenant General Co- 
borne, who Comtmanded the Stares Troops in Namur, march'd out 
with thetn, being to have the DireCtion of this Undertaking.

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to Loo the 13th, tarried there till the 25th , that his Majeſty came 
to Breda; and the 26th, continued his Journey towards the Army of 
Flanders, and lay that Night at the Caſtle of Merxem near Antwerp, 
where the EleCtor of Bavaria, who had come from Bruſſels, and the 
Prince of YVaudemont from the Camp near Ghendt, met his Majeſty, 
to Complement him upon his Arrival in the Countrey, and to hold a 
Conference of War for the Operations of the following Campagne. 
The 27th, the King having paſsd the Scheld at Antwerp, came that 
Day to the Camp near Gherat, and took his Quarters at Mary Kirk, 
within the Canal, where the greateſt part of the Army of Flanders lay 
encamp?d; but moſt of the Domeſticks were order*d towards Brabant, 
becauſe the King did not deſign to make any ſtay here, but to leave 
this army to the Prince's Command, to cover the Frontier from 
Ghendt to Newport, and to obſerve the Motions of the Mareſchal of 
Villeroy. At his Majeſty's Arrival to the Camp, all our Artillery 
was thrice diſcharged, at well as that of Gherat, all round the Ram- 
parts of the Town and Citadel. The Prince came back to the Camp 
with his Majeſty, but the Eleftor of Bavaria went to Bruſſels, in or- 
der to put himſelf at the Head of the Brabant Army, which lay at 
Park for ſome time, under the Command of the Prince of Naſſaw 
Saarbruck, but was now advanced to Wavre and Limale , higher up 
the Dyle, where the Elettor arriv*d the next Day; which brings me 
to ſay ſomething of the Motions of this Army, and to bring it into 
this Camp of L:male. 

We have ſaid before, that npon the Mareſchal of Bonflers en- 
tring into the Plain of Fleury, the Prince of Naſſaw Saarbruck,, (who 
eather*d the Dutch Troops that were to ſerve in Brabant near Til- 
mont ) did not think himſelf ſafe there, but retir?d to Louvarn, 
to polt himſelf in the ſtrong Camp of Parck, where he took his Quar- 
ter in the Abby of that Name, there to wait for the coming up of 
the Brandenburg, Liege, and Cologne Forcess which were daily ex- 
pected. The Troops of Brandenburg having left their Winter 
Quarters in the Dioceſs of Cologne, Duchy of Cleves, and Aix Ia 
Chapelle, were got together at YV:zer upon the Meuſe by the 1 5th, un- 
der the Command of Velt Mareſchal General Fleming ; the ſame Day 
they paſsd the ſaid River upona Bridge of Boats; and by the 2oth 
they were got to the Neighbourhood of Louvain; which made the 
Prince of Naſſaw Saarbruck, march from the Camp at Parck, and 
paſs the River Dyle at Havre, in order to get up higher on the 
other ſide of that River, which now remain'd between him and: 
Bouffler*'s Army, and ſo to poſt himſelf at Neer 1/che, where the 
Prince took his Quarter; with the Right of his Army at _— 
an 
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and the Left at Lembeck, upon the Dyle. The Brandenburg Troops 
ſtill encamp?d in the Neighbourhood under the Command of their 
own General, till the EleCtor ſhould come to Command the whole. 
Upon the EleCtor?s coming back from Antwerp to meet the King, the 
Army of Brabant left the Camp of Neer Iſche, and march'd up the 
Dyle to the Camp of Wavre, where the Elefor came to command 
it, and took his Quarter in the Abby of Wavre, the Right of the Ar- 
my being at Limale upon the Dyle, and the Left at Orienberg upon 
the Brook of Laez, which the Army had paſs'd tocome hither; the 
Dyle was before. The Brandenburg Troops came in here to the 
Line of Battel, as alſo thoſe of Liege and Cologne, commanded by 
the Prince Cerclas of Tilly. 

The King, who had no other buſineſs in the Flanders Army than 
to review his own Troops, could not make a long ſtay there, but 
diſpatched that buſineſs as ſoon as poſſible, to take the Command 
of the Brabant Army upon him, where there was a ProſpeCt of more 
Aftion, and where his Preſence was therefore moſt neceſſary, The 
28th, being the very next Day after his Majeſty's Arrival at the 
Camp, the King reviewed the Infantry that was encamped at AZary 
Kirk, the ſame Day in the Evening Colonel Brewer's Regiment came 
to the Camp from Bruges and Oftend. The 29th, the King went in 
the Morning to review theRegiments that lay at Lovendeghem,Bellem, 
and thoſe at Sr.George, and Moorbrugghe, who came up near the Half- 
way-Houſe upon the Canal for thzt purpoſe;and in the Afternoon the 
Horſe Grenadiers, My Lord Portland's Regiment of Horſe, and the 
Dragoons, paſs*d before his Majeſty ; all which Troops were very 
well cloathed, and in a very good Order and Condition, moſt of the 
Regiments being compleat. The 3oth inthe Morning, the King re- 
viewed the Datch Infantry, under the Command of the Count 4e 
Noyelles ;, and in the Afternoon the Engliſh Cavalry, which was till 
in Quarters in Ghendr, which made a very good Appearance, both 
Man and Horſe being in very good Order. The 31th, his Majeſty 
made a Promotion of ſeveral General Officers, which were de- 
clared this Day. Among the Horſe, Brigadiers PEtang, Boncourt, 
and Leveſon, were made Major-Generals, and Prince Charles of Wir- 
temberg was made Brigadier. In the Foot, Brigadiers Stewart, Erle, 
Collier, and My Lord Catts, were made Major Generals; and the 
Colonels Fairfax, Tiffin, Maitland, Ingoldesby, Belcaſtel, Trelawny, 
' and Monſieur des Yilatres, Major of the Dutch Guards, were made 
Brigadiers. Colonel Cunningham was alſo made Brigadier of Dra- 
goons in the place of Brigadier Wyzz, that had died the laſt Year of 
of his Wounds received at oorſieed, The firſt of Fune the Kin 
| E 2 \- __Jeſn 
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left the Flanders Army to goto that of Brabant, anu went that Day 
to Malines, beingattended part of the way by the Prince of Yaude- 
mont. The two Battalions of Engliſh Guards, and the firſt Battalion 
of Datch Guards, were commanded the ſame way, together with 
the Life-Guards, Horſe Grenadiers, My Lord of Portland's Regi- 
ment of Horſe, and thoſe of Wood, and Windham, which twolaſt 
march'd out of Ghenadt at this time to ſerve in the Brabant Army. 
The 2d, his Majeſty came to the Camp at Wavre, and took his Quar- 
ters at Petrie Wavre. 

The JunRion of the Dutch, Brandenburg, Liege, and Cologne 
Froops, and of the Bavarians, and Spaniards, having been made in 
this place in one Line of Battel, the Mareſchal of Boufflers did not 
Think it convenient to remain longer in the Plain of Fleury, but re- 
treated nearer to Charleroy, where he encamp'd with his Right near 
the Sambre, and his Left at Goſſelies, being the Head-Quarter, ha- 
ving the River Pjeton behind him: Yet, notwithſtanding this Re- 
treat, our Army in the Camp of Wavre was not then above Two 
and Fifty Battalions ſtrong, but we had above 150 Squadrons of 
Horſe and Dragoons. The King, to make the Brabant Army ſtronger 
in Foot, ſent for a conſiderable Detachment from the Prince*s Army, 
to be Commanded by the Duke of Wirremberg. Accordingly, on the 
4th, the Regiments of Seymour, Fuſiliers , Collingwood, Stanley, 
Marton, and Naſſaw, were order'd from the Prince*s Army to 
march to Appels upon the Scheld near Dendermond , under the Com- 
mand of Brigadier Fitzpatrick, The ſame Day the Regiments 
of Mackay, Ingoldesby, and Ferguſon, were detach*d the ſame way, 
under the Command cf Brigadier Ingoldesby, and march'd to Aſa- 
lenſtein, where they paſs*'d the Canal at Sa5-van-Ghendr, Thetwo, 
Swiſſe Battalions of Capol were commanded to Belkem, toencamp in 
their places. The ſame Evening the Duke of Wirtemberg left the 
 Prince*s Camp, and march'd towards Dendermond, with the Daniſh 
Guards, and the Regiments of Bielke, Holſtein Beck , Weldern, and 
the two Smiſſe Battalions of T'zcharner, making together Barniere?s 
Brigade ; and a Brigade of Horſe, commanded by Brigadier Pyper, 
being compog'd of the Regiments of Yanzee, Zeulen, Montflin, and 
Mont powillan. The 5th, all theſe Troops join'd together at Appel: 
upon the Scheld, being in all Fifteen Battalions, and Eight Squa- 
drons, Commanded in Chief by the Duke of Wirtemberg , having 
under him Count Naſſaw Lieutenant General, Major General Erle, 
Brigadiers Fitzpatrick,, Banniere, and Ingoldesby of Foot, and Bri- 
gadier Pyper of Horſe. Colonel Coll;ngwood's Regiment was order?d 
back to the Camp at Mary Kirk from hence z and Colohel WebPs Re- 
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giment being in Garriſon in Dendermond, join*d the Duke of Wirtem- gu, 


berg in the place of it. 

pen this Detachment of ſo many Troops from the Prince's Ar- 
my at Mary Kirk, Anhalt's Brigade was order*'d to march from 
Count Noyeltes Camp, between the Canal of Sa-van-Ghendr and the: 
Scheld, to reinforce the Troops that lay at Mary-Kirk, to be there 
more at hand for the Defence of the Canal. Theſe Troops encamp'd 
upon a Line between Mary-Kirk and Wandelghem, with the Regi- 
ments of Churchil and Frederick Hamilton, and ſome Danes that had 
been there before- This was a very irregular Camp, for the Coun« 
try behind the Canals ſupply'd the Army with dry Forrage the whole 
Campagne ; and therefore we were _ to encamp ſo as to do the 
Countrey the leaſt [Damage pollible, eſpecially now that the Corn 
was upon the Ground ; ſome Regiments encamping here, and others 
there, according as they found Ground where there was nv Corn. 
And, notwithſtanding that we had Forrage brought to the very Front 
of our Regiments by Water, yet | have ſeen in the Pars Gazette, 
(where our Armies muſt be ſtill in very bad Circumſtances) that For- 
rage has been very ſcarce in the Prince's Army, and that we have 
been forced to go three or four Leagues for it. This was the Po- 
ſture of the Main Body of the Prince*s Army, who, ſince his Majeſty 
had left it to go to Brabant , had removed his Quarter from Wan- 
delghem to that which had been the King's at Mary-Kirk; four 
Battalions encamp?d juſt upon the Right of Aary-Kirk Bridge, being 
the two of the Royal Regiment, Co//izngwood, and Fairfax; Colonel 
How's in the Rear; and five upon the Left towards Ghendt, viz. 
Brewer, Tiffin, Saunderſon, Bridges, and the Scors Guards ; another 
Brigade, being moſt Danes, encamp*d about half a Mile npon the 
Right. of all by its ſelf towards Lovendeghem. Alll theſe Regi- 
ments were almoſt parallel to the Canal : But we had another 
Line almoſt- perpendicular to the former, which encamp'd along - 
the Road, between Mary Kirk and New Wandelghem, being com- 
pos'd of the Second Battalion of Dutch Guards, the Regiments of 
Churchill and Frederick; Hamilton, two Daniſh Battalions, and An- 
halt*s Brigade. Count Noyelles continu*d encamp'd as before. The 
Artillery encamp*d without the Sas Porte of Ghenat, behind that Cas 
nal, with lenſtein upon the Right, and the Sas Porre on the Lefr, 
We were 10 long in this irregular -Camp, that this Deſcription of ic 
could not well be avoided; which Camp we ſhall leave at preſent, 
to.ſay ſomething of the oppofite Army commanded by the Mareſchal : 
de Villeray. between Deinſe. and Cruys Houtem. 


Although : 
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Although the Mareſchal of Yileroy was in this Camp with a very 
conſiderable Army fince the gth of ay, yet little remarkable had 
paſs*d in ir, ſetting aſide the Deſertion of the Soldiers, which 
was indeed extraordivary. They came in daily very thick ro Ghendt 
and Audenarde, and ina Month or hve Weeks time there were about 
5000 Deſerters reckon*d to have paſs'd thro? theſe places, ſome ta- 
king Service amongſt us, others going towards Germany, to ſerve ei- 
ther upon the Rhine or in Hungary. A great many of thoſe that had 
been forc'd laſt year to take on among the French, during the Impri- 
ſonment of the Garriſons of Dixmuyde and Deinſe, took this occaſion 
ro come over 0 us again, the thick and cloſe Countrey where V:le- 
roy was encamp'd being very favourable to Deſerters. And the Frexch 
are the moſt likely to take hold of ſuch an occaſion of any People in 
Chriſtendom, not out of any DiſaffeCtion for their King or his Ser- 
vice, but their Pay being but ſmall, as ſoon as they get new Cloaths, 
they deſert to cl] their Monnting, and to get a little Money for' ta- 
king on amongſt the Allies, where tf they can get Service, you gene- 
rally find them to deſert back again with the Mounting and Arms 
they got from us, The Frexch Generals know the Temper of their 
Soldiers ſo well in this caſe, that they commonly give a General Am- 
neſty twice in the Year to bring them back. And this Shift to get 
Money, by ſelling of their Cloaths and Arms, is the Reaſon that the 
French always deſert moſt in the beginning of a Campagne, whilſt 
their Cloaths are at the beſt Advantage. 

The Mareſchal of Yilleroy's Army, upon its coming to this Camp, 
fell on Forraging the Countrey between the Lys and the Scheld, re- 
ſerving the Forrage beyond the Lys for after-occaſions ; for this was 
not a Camp they deſign'd to part with in haſte. The French begun 
with Forraging the Neighbourhood of Audenarde, where they went 
ſometimes under the Canon of the Place. But the maſt conſiderable 
Exploit they did againſt this Garriſon,was their burning ſeveral Hay- 
ricks in the Counterſcarp near the Comrtray Porte, a Detachment ha- 
ving been commanded in the Night-time for that purpoſe, not lon 
after their firſt coming to this Camp. The Mareſchal of Y:lleroy went 
the very next Day to view the place with Eight Squadrons, and ad- 
vanc*d very near it upon a | iſing Ground, or Height, that is juſt 
without Conrtray Porte, and which is the only place where a Trench 
can be open'd againſt Audenarde, the Scheld overflowing all the reſt. 
'This made ſome People belicve, as if the French had a Deſign to 
Beſiege it. Indeed they were now between us and Audenarde, and 
they could not be hinder*d from Inveſting of it 3 but, notwithſtand- 
Ing their great Armies, they did not think it convenient to meddle 


with 
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with it, either becauſe they did not think themſelves ſtrong enough Funt, 


for it, or for fear of giving us the occaſion of undertaking fome- 
thing againſt Daxkirk,, whilſt they ſhould be employ?d in this Siege. 
The Princes of the Blood having left the Court, the Prince of Conty, 
and the Dukes of Chartres and Bourbon, came the 14th of May to 
Villeroy's Army, where they were to ſerve this Campagne ; and at 
the ſame time the Duke 4# Maine and the Count de Tholouſe went to 
that of Boufflers. *Twas reported that there had heen ſome Diffe- 
rence the laſt Campagne between the Mareſchal of Y:Ueroy and the 
Duke au Mane, abaut the Retreat of Wouterghem. Whether this 
Report was true, or no, the Duke 4# Maine ſerv?d this Campagne 
in the Mareſchal of Bouffler's Army. The 15th, being the Day after 
the Arrival of the Princes of the Blood, the Mareſchal of Y:Ueroy 
reviewed his Army, of which I ſhall here inſert the Line of Battel,

; It appears by this Liſt, that the Mareſchal of Boxfflers had in his 
Army $82 Battallions, which at 550 per Battalion, makes 45100 Men ; 
and 107 Squadrons of Horſe and Dragoons , which, at 120 each 
Squadron ,- makes-them 12840 ſtrong; and being join'd with the 
Foot, makes the Total of Bouffters?s Army to amount to. 57940 Men. 
Theſe were the Two Powerful Armies the Enemies had in the Field 
this Campagne, upon the Frontier of Flanders and Brabant : Both 
which being ſumn''d up together, made no leſs than 117890 effeive 
Men; and conſiſted of 167 Battalions, and 217 Squadrons. And yet 
this was not the whole Strength of the French. on this fide: The 
Marquis de Harcourt, Lieutenant General, Commanded. a Body of 
about 30 Squadrons, and Two Battalions, reckoning the Reinforce- 
ment of Horſe he had. from the Mareſchal de: Choiſexl, at Montroyal 
upon the o/ele; with which he was to obſerve the Motions of the 
Landtgrave of Heſſe, and join the Mareſchal of Boxfflers,. in caſe the 

Landtgrave ſhould march towards the AZexſe ; or the Mareſchal of 

Choiſeul upon the Rhine, if the Landtgrave ſhould join the Prince of

The King was not long at Wavre before he reſolv*d to march

towards the Rear, to cover our Lefr Flank. "The Brook of Niel 
St. Martin, and Niel St. Vincent, remai:d before us. The King had 
his Quarters at Corbaw, and the Elector of Bavaria at Niel St, Mar- 
tin, where ſome Troops encamp'd to cover his Quarters, and thoſe 
of other Generals in theſe two Villages. Upon this March of our 
Army, though the Landegrave of Heſſe was not yet at hand to join us, 
yet the Mareſchal of Boufflers thought it convenient to- repaſs the 
Sambre, to diſpute the Paſſages of that River to our Army, without ha- 
zarding a Battel in the Plain ; which he accordingly did the ſame Day, 
between Charleroy and Chaſſelet, at the Paſſage of Montigny. As ſoon 
as his Army had paſgd this River, he divided it for the Guard of the 
ſeveral Paſſages between Charleroy and Namur. He march'd himſelf 
- with five Brigades of Foot, and moſt of the Horſe, to the Plain of 
St. Gerrard de Brogne, where he took his Quarter at Merres. The 
Count de Tallard was poſted at the Abbey of Foſſe, with 14 Battalions 
and 30 Squadrons. Monſieur de Ximenes was left at Gerpynes,with the 
remainder of the Foot, and 19 Squadrons of Horſe and Dragoons. 
To comprehend the Reaſon of this Order of Boufflers*s Army, the 
Reader muſt know that the Sambre is a River which generally runs , 
| between Cliffs and ſteep craggy?d Deſcents, which is the reaſon that 
this River is not paſſable for an Army in many places ; from Charleroy 
to Namur, *tis only paſſable at Montigny, where we paſsd it in the 
Year 1691; and ut Femeppe and Fromont,' two Villages, one of one 
ſide of the River, and t*other oppoſite to it : The Mareſchal of Zu- 
xembourg paſs?d the Sambre here, to enter into the Plain of Flexry 
when he routed Prince Waldeck; and we repaſs'd this River at the 
- Came place, inthe Year 1691. ?Tis true, that Namur being in our* 
hands,

had been commanded on the 4th from the 
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hands, the Army corÞd paſs the Sabre there 3 but then the Wood 


of Marlogne hinders it from going any farther ; For either the Arm

bad and tronbleſome Defiles, 'Now the Mareſchal of Bouffers being; 
encamp*d at Metres, in the Plain of St. Gerrard, was in a Poſt either 
to diſpute the Paſſage of the Wood of Marlogne by the way of 
St. Gerrard, or to reinforce the Count de Tallard at the Abbey of 
Foſſe, or the Sieur de Ximenes at Gerpynes, according 2s our Army 
ſhould attempt to paſs the River, either at Mortigny, or Jeneppe and 
Fromont : For Ximenes was encamp'd at Gerpynes, to diſpute the Paſs 


of HMontigny ; and Tallard at La Foſſe, to defend that of Femeppe 


and Fromont. And here we ſhall leave the Marefchal of Bruffl ers ſo 
convemently Poſted, to return tothe Army of Flanders. 

We have left the Mareſchal of F:leroy Forraging all the Country 
about Audenarde, between the Lys and the Scheld, upon his firſt co- 
mingto the Camp at Deinſe and Cruys-Howem ; but now he muſt 
make ſome Detachments to obſerve the Duke of Wirtemberg, who 

| ince*'s Army, to Appels 
onthe Scheld : This oblig?d the Mareſchal of Y:ileroy to detach the 
Brigade of AMouronx to Helchin, where the Line terminates on the 
Sebeld ; but this not being thought ſufhcient, Monftenur @ Artagnar 
Lieutenant General, was commanded to the fame place on:the 13th, 
with 11 Battahons and a Brigade of Artillery. The 1 2th, -the'Ma- 
reſchal of /#Beroy made another Detachment of 8 Battalions more, 
to march towards 705; and & Artagnan was order?d with his De- 
rachment to advance from Helchin that way, being reinforced with 
12 Squadrons fromYilleroy's Army, who accordingly encamp*d-with 
theſe Traops 'between Cordes and Leuxe. The French made this 
motion-upon rhe Kings marchto Corbass, and Borfflers his retreat to 
the other ſide of the Sambre; which retreat of Boufflers left dans 
open to our Army in Brabarr, -and oblig*d the Mareſchal of Filleroy 
to make theſe Detachmentsfor the ſecurity of that Place, as well as to 
obſerve the Duke of Wirtemberg, -who-was-now encamp?d at Yilvorde 
vpon the Canal-of Br«ſſels, with-the Right between Yilvorde-and the 
Burat Bridge, and his Left towards Bruſſels, and the Canal juſt in his 
Rear. M.4? Art22nan being incamp?'d in an open piacezbetween Cordes 
and Leuxe, invited the Prince of Yaudement to make ſome attempt 
againſt him with ou: Cavalry, with which £ Artagnan was but little 
provided. The Defign-wascarry*don-with all ſecreſie poſſible. The 
Engliſh Cavalry, which was till in Garrifog in Gheratr, receiv'd -Or-

ders bn the x9th, about 11 a Clock at Night, t6 mareh inniediately : F une. 
The Datch Cavalry. 5 ich had fnarch'd from. Belles but: few 84 
before, to RFA near the Coilnterſtatp of Ghexat, betweenthe Sus 
Poyre and that of Antwerp on theother fide of the Cangl of Sai wa: 
Ghthat, being compos'd þ che Brigades of Ryſwick, Sebark,” Wixtemr- 
btyp. and Manrighy. tocelv the ſame Ocders.. The Engliſh, Ciyalry 
conliſted 0 Two igades, that of Enwiey, and that of Coy. By x2, 
ll this Cavalry, *laklng about 4 $quadrons, was marct*d-out, under 
the Command of Monſieur # AHnverguerque, who Commanded the 
Horſe in Chief of the Prince's Atmy, being attended with all-the-Ge- 
neral Officers and Brigadiers of 'the Cavalry. - Monſieur-4 Awver- 
querque marcyd direaly towards Ab, where he got the next Day 
by g or 10 in the Morning, being nine Leagues from Ghende : He was 
to have here forne Battali6ns of the Garriſon, which was very full, 
being expos'd to the Enemy : But when out Cavalry came ro th, 
Monſieur 4* Auverquerque was informd, that Monſieur 4? Artagnan 
had decamp'd in great haſte juſt before ; that he had ſent the Caval- 
ry he had to Mons, and was retreated himſelf back to Helchia. This 
- oblig'd Monſieur 4? Awvergiveyque to coine back again to the Prince?s 
Camp, (having miſt the Enethy) whers he arriv*d the 224 : The Eng- 
I;ſh Cavalty went into Quatters in Ghent as before, and the Dutch to 
their Camp. The amt Day that our Cavalry marct'd towards 4h, 
Maj.Gen. Dopf arriv*'d At the Prince?s Camp, whither he had been dif 
patch'd from the King*atid retirn'd back to the Camp in Brabant the 
next day. We were now making ſome Preparations of War at Ghendr, 


tillery-and Mortars; and *wwas ſappos'd thit Major Ge- 
neral Do Frag from the King to the Prince about this Buſineſs. 

The lng ſtill conting'd with his Army in the Camp at Corbas, 
expecting t e coming up of the Landrgrave of Heſſe, to advance fur- 
ther towards the Sazbre ; this Prince being now marching with his 
Army from the R5:ne to the Menſe, and at preſent in-the Neiptibour- 
hood of Y:ſer, upon this River between Lzzge and Maeftrichr, where 
he arriv'd the 18th, During the King's abode at the Camp of Cor- 
bais, little extraordinary happen'd in the amy : Some few days afcer 
the Army's marching to this place, a Party of about 4o of the Ene- 
mies had the confidence to roy in pretty near the King's Quarter ;. 
but being Ciſcover'd,- a Party of Bavarians was. immediately order?d 
out to ſurround them ;, which they did effeCtually ; for they put all 
the French to the Sword, and would not give one of them Quarter. 
The 16th, ſome Squadrons of the Enemies came near our Right ; 
whereupon a ſtrong Detachment was immediately made from our 
Right Wingof Horſe ; but the Enemies did not think it conyenieat

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to ay for them, and return'd towards the Sambre. The ſame day, 


the EleCtor of Cologne, and Biſhop of Liege, Brother to.the EleQtor of 
Bavaria, came tothe Camp at Corbaxs from Liege, being attended 
with two Battalions of Fooc-Guards, two 4 + Eg of Life-Guards, 
one of Horſe-Grenadiers, and a Regiment of Horſe, which now made 
up the Complement of the Forces with which he was to. join the Al- 
lies in Brabant, making in all about 6000 Men, and,yery good Troops. 
TheEleor took his Quarter at Niel Pierreux, being that of Prince 
Cerclas of Tilly, The ſame Honours were paid to his EleRoral 
Highneſs, as to the EleCtor of Bavaria his Brother, or to the: King 
Himſelf: The Army turn*d out to.him, and the Drums heat a March 
upon the Guards; and the King's Guard did the ſame thing at his

The Duke of Wirteenberg ſtill continu'd at Yilvorde,. till farther Or- 
ders from the King, being here poſted more conveniently for For- 
rage, and his Preſence not neceſſary till: the Army ſhould march 
nearer to the Enemies, which *cwas not likely to do till the arrival 
of the Landrgrave of Heſſe uyon the Meuſe, who was now at Yi/er 
upon this River; where his Troops tarried ſome few days, till che 
coming up of the Infantry of Holſtein-Gortorp.

Certain it is, 
that his Anceſtors were Great Lorus in this Country of Liege, and 
wereoriginally Lords of Lander, near which that famous Battel was 
fought between the Allies and the French in the Year 1693. The 
Landatgrave of Heſſe, at his arrival to this Camp of Robermont and Fu- 
pille, diſpatch*d the Count de Lippe, Lieutenant General of his Forces, 
and the Baron de Gorz, to his Majeſty at the Camp of Corbars, for 
further Orders ; where our Army (upon this arrival of the Landz- 
grave*s Troops) was now ready ta decamp, to come up nearer to 
the Sambre. This March being reſoly*d upon, the King ſent Orders 
to the Duke of Wirtemberg at Yilvorde to come and join him ; who 
thereupon march'd the 25th by Duysbourg towards Wavre, and came 
the next day to Corbaw, where he encamp'd apart in the Rear of the 
Left of his Majeſty's Army about an Ergi;ſh Mile. The 27th,the Army 
decamp?d from Corbatzs,and march*d over aChampagne Countrey to- 
wards Gemblours, where the King took his Quarter in' the Abbey of 
this Place, being of the Order of St. Benedi#. Our Right was at 
Chauſſe and the two Tombs of Noirmont. The Left of onr Foot was 
upon the Grande Chauſſee, where the Left Wing of Horſe made an 
Elbow upon the Rear towards Gemblours, with the Grande Chauſſee 
beforeit. The Dragoons encamp'd on the other ſide of Gembloyrs, 
to cover the King's Quarter towards the Sambre, which made here 
the Lefc of onr Army.

The King's Army, according to this Liſt, conſiſted of 69- Batta- 
lions, which, among our Troops, muſt be reckon*d at 600 per Bat- 
talion; this makes his. Majeſty's Army 41400 Men ſtrong 1n Foot ; 
$6 Squadrons of Dragoons, at 100 each Squadron, amounts to 5600 z 
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& 137 Squadronsof Horſe,at 1 50 per Squadron,makes our Horſe to b® 
20550 ſtrong : All which being join*d rogethcr,amounts to 68550 ef- June. 
fetive Men. Beſides this, Lieutenant General Cob6rn had 7 or $8 Bar- 
tallions encamp*'d within the great Line before the Caſtle of Namur, 
which made part of the Garriſon of the Place, and which, upon our 
paſſage of the Sambre, could then have join*d the King's Army z but 
were now encamp'd-1n this Place to cover Namur towards St: Ger- 
rard, where Boufflers was encamp'd with his Army, 2nd where he was 
now very much allarm*d upon the King's coming to Gemblours,a Poſt 
to make the Enemies equally jealous for the Sambre, Mons, and their 
Lines, which between Boxfflers and Villeroy they were obligd to 
look after. Yilleroy on his fide commanded the Count d* Artagnar 
from Helchin to Kievrain near ons, and Boufflers detach?'d Monſieur 
de Ximenes from Gerpynes to Buſſieres upon the Sambre, to be there 
ready to join the Count 4 Arragnan, if our Army ſhould offer to 
march towards ons, whilſt Boufflers ſhould follow with the main of 
his Army ; or if we had a Deſign towards the Scheld, to reinforce 
( both of them together ) the Mareſchal of Yileroys Detach - 
ment at Helchin. The Enemies remembred the Dance we had led 
them in the Year 1694. "when we march*d towards the Scheld; | 
wherefore they provided now againſt ſuch a Precipitation, by having 
Detachments ready in the moſt conſiderable Poſts between the Sambre 
and that River: For, by Borfflers's lying on the other ſide of the 
Sambre, we at Gemblours. had almoſt the ſame advantage we had 
then, in our marching that way. But the King continu*d at Gez: . 
blours, which made Monſieur de Ximenes come back. from Byſſieres, 
_ to join the Troops he had at his old Poſt of Gerpynes, and -left Mon- 
ſieur de Courtebonne at Buſſieres with a ſmall Body, to be ready to 
march where there ſhould be occaſion : For by the King's ſtopping at 
Gemblours, and the Landtgrave's marching towards Namur, the Ene- 
mies judg*d that our Deſign was ſtill to. endeavour to paſs the Sambre ; 
therefore the Mareſchal of Boufflers did not only command Ximenes 
back to Gerpynes, but he alſo order'd the Marquis of Harcourt ro 
march cloſe to Dinant, to be there ready to reinforce him ; aad fell on: 
fortifying the Paſſages of the Sambre at Femeppe and Fromont, and be- 
tween Charleroy and Chaſſelet, We were at the ſame time making _ 
ſome Preparations of Artillery and Mortars at Maeftricht, and laying 
in Magazins of Corn at Huy and Namur,to make Bread for the Army, 
which made People ſtill expect ſome aftion towerds the Sambre. 
Whilſt theſe Preparatives were making on that ſide, the Prince 

was ſtill in his old Camp near Ghendr, and the Mareſchal of Yilersy 
at Machelen ; but we were making no leſs Preparations at Ghendt (as 
if we had ſome great Deſign, towards the Sea) than thoſe upon the 
Meuſe for the paſlage of the Sambre.

dry Forrage', and therefore, our Cavalry cotitinu'd here as long as it 
conld be.conveniently done, not to be over-burdenſom to it. Count 
de Noyelles being march'd from this Neighbourhood of Ghenat, the 
Engliſh Cavalry march*d out the ſame day in the Princes preſence, 
andencamp'd along the Scheld near the Citadel z Monſieur Auver- 
qtiergue, who Commanded it, took his Quarters in the Faxxboxrg, on 
the way to Antwerp, where Count de Noyelles had his before. Mar- 
thews his Dragoons, which hitherto had encamp'd between the Stare, 
or Half-way- Houſe, and St. George, with the other Dragoons, were 
now commanded here among the Exgliſh Horſe. The 2$th, the Ar- 
tillery and Mortars we had been preparing at Ghent. were put on 
board of Bilanders, and ſent by water to Bruges, being in all about 
5O Pieces of heavy Cannon, and near twenty Mortars, and abundance 
of Bombs, Powder, Ball, and other Ammunitions. Pjoniers were 
at the ſame time commanded to Bruges, and Bzlanders taken up for 
the Service of the Army, not only to carry Ammunitions and Pro- 
viſions, but alfo for Tranſport-ſhips; and Captain Ya» Zill came in 
the Road of Oftende, with a Squadron of Dutch Men of War, there 
to expe his Majeſty's Orders. All this 1ook*d like a Deſign againſt 
Dunkirk, and Peopleexpected that we ſhould attempt the Boumbard- 
ing of it both by Sea and Land. 

Faly 1. Brigadier Maitland, who lay between "St. George and 
Moorbrugghe with his Regiment, and thoſe of Valter Colirer and 
Buchan, was order*d to march to Placendal ; and *twas reported that 
more Troops, upon theſe Preparations, were to march that way. 
The fame ts: all the 'Regiments , both Foot and Dragoons, en _ 
camp'd along the"Canal from Lowvendeghem to Bruges , bad Orders 
to make each 1500 Faſcines, which Wark they began the ſame day, 
ſending conſiderable Detachments ypon the Enemies fide of the Ca- 
nal, to cut down zll the Underwpods thereabouts, which Faſcines 
were ſent as faſt as they were made by water ro Bruges, and after- 
wards to Newport : This Work covld not be ſo conveniently pnder- 
taken by the Regiments at Mary-Kirk, becauſe the oppolite ſide of 
the Canal was too near the Enemies. The 4th, Prince Faudemonr 
went to Bruges to review the Marquis of 24:rmont's Dragoons, that 
had lain there in Garriſonto this time, to diſcipline the Regiment ; 
half of it having been new+raisd thelaſt winter;but were now march?d

out to encamp at S:cinbrugghe, withih half a League of this Place. 
We have ſaid ſomewhere before, that Major General Fagel Com- 

manded a Body of abont 11 Battalions near Newporr, where he 40

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camp'd near the Sand-hills at Lomþardye, being a convenjent Poſt for Jul 
the defence of the ag 19 the Barr of Newport, which at low © Je 
Wezter is quite dry, efpectally at Spring-Tides , and ſeyeral $qua- 
drons cati, then, come over a-breaſt from the Duxkirk-ſide. We muſt 
not forget therefore to fay Aging of what pafgd in this General's 
Camp, eſpecially at this time, that People talk*d fo warmly of the 
Bombardment of Dunkirk, What Major General Fage! did now, 
was an Argument that this Deſign againſt Dankirk was more than 
talk, and that there was a great ceal of reality init; foron Fuly 2, 
he drew out a great Detachment of near 2000 Foot, and 200 Dra- 
goons of Colonel Z!oyd's Regiment, and about xoo Horfe of my 
Lord of Rochefora*s. Theſe marct*d to Coxie, a Village beyond 
Ooft- Dunkirk, to bridle in the Garriſon of Farnes, which might other- 
wiſe have cut off his Retreat, whilſt the Major General advanc'd 
with 100 of the Dragoons, and about*4o Horſe, along the Strand by 
the Sea-ſidftowards Dunkerk to view the Place, where he arriv'd at 
break of day. He left the beſt part of his E/corre in the Sand-hifls 
hard by, and came up himſelf, attended with Colonel Gobr, and Licu- 
tenant Colonel Brown of our Train of Artillery, (whom the Prince 
had ſent to Major General Fagel, to go with him, and view the Ap- 
proaches of this Place) and a Detachment of 17 Dragoons, withia 
Piſtol-ſhot of the Palliſades, and then retreated (after they had view?d 
the Approaches) to their Eſcorte in the Sand-hills, and ſo came back 
to the Main Body they had left at Coxie to keep in the Garriſon of 
Furnes, Where they had took Hoſtages for Contributions from the 
Countrey round about, with which they return'd to the Major Gene- 
ral's Camp near Newport, and the Colonels Gohr and Brown went back 
to the Prince, to give him an account of their Journey, Monſieur 
de Montal, who Commanded in and about Dazkirk, took the allarm 
upon this Voyage of Monſieur Page!, and provided againſt a Bom- 
bardment. - This has oblig*d the Enemies &% it 1s reported) to make 
a Line before Dunkirk on the Newpore-ſide, to render it as inaccellible 
to Bombs by Land, as it is by Sea: And indeed the Enemies were 
too ſtrong (theirs a2d our Armies being of almoſt and equal Strength) 
to attempt a thing of that Conſequence, in which we could not ſuc- 
ceed without running the riſque of Ghende and Bruges, and all the 
Country about them, beſides a very hazardous Retrear. 

But at the ſame time that gur Proceedings feem'd to threaten Dur- 
kirk, we took care,forthe better defence of Newport, to make the Ap- 
proaches of it as difficult as poſſible to the Enemies; which Place, 
fince theloſs of Dixmayae, lay open to the Enemies on that fide ; 
tho, HoowithConeag the Inundation about Newport, could come up 
by the D:gze of the Canal of Dixmuyde, cloſe to the Fort of Newen- 
dam. To prevent this, Major General Fagel caus'd a Fort to be made

| the Canal of D:xmuyde, to go from the Village of Schor in the Camer- 
lings Ambacht to Furnes + It is an inacceſſible Moraſs on the Land-ſide, 
{ » eſpecially when the Waters are out at Newport to overflow the Coun- 
'$ trey; and all the Meadows thereabouts are cut with ſeveral Warer- 
| Gans, or broad deep Ditches to drain them : This ſituation conſe- 
4 quently requir?d no great Fortification on - the Land-fide, but only 
againſt the Avenue upon the Digue-of the Canal of Dixmuyde, where 
they have made a Simple T enazlle againſt the approach upon the Dzigue 
|| on the Newport-ſide : But on the D#ixmuyae-ſide (which is the moſt 
q dangerous) they have made a Double. Tenaille, both which are join'd - fl 
x together with a Retrenchment along the Canal-fide, as they are with- wy 
| out towards the Inundation. Beſides this, we have made ſeveral 
Traverſes upon the Digue, to cover the Houſes of Schorback towards 
Dixmuyde, and ſo to diſpute the coming up of the Enemies near this 
Fort, upon the Defile of the D:ge, inch by inch. By this time, this 
Fort was already advanc?d conliderably, and put in a ſtate of defence. 
We have alſo made a Redoubt on the oppoſite ſide of the Canal, 
with good Traverſes to cover it upon the Digue, where it has the 
ſame ſtrength of Water as on the Farnes-fide (where the Fort is built) 
when the Waters are out at Newport. ' The Canal makes here an 
if Angle, turning in towards Farne-, which conſequently gives the Fort 
lj a better advantage of flankingthe D:gae that goes to D:xmuyde, than

ifit were ſtreight. This Poſt covers Newport as much as if we had 
a Garriſow in Dixmuyade, and is much more defenſible, both by its 
frong Situation, and being under the Command of the Waters

4 ſides of the Canal, upon any occaſion which the Enemies may give 
"! us for it. This being the moſt conſiderable thing that could occur 
1 on Major General FagePs fide, we muſt now leave him till the latter

| j The King, as we have aid, march'd the 27th. of the laſt Month 
'*7 now paſt, from Corbars to Gemblours, and the Landtgrave of Heſſe

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Upon the Hill of Bouge, where we made our firſt App 

apainſt the Town, we HP that the Enemies cover'd Ways and 
Retrenchments they had made here, to cover their detach'd Baſti- 
ons upon the Brow of the Hills, which command the own, 
where of themſelves too far advanc'd, from the Body of the Place 
to/ be well defended, without a good Fort upon the Hill of Bouge, 
were to have a competent Nutaber of Men always ready to ſ - 
ſtain \their Defence: To ſupply this Deftet, we have made 
the laſt Winter a Fort at the Tower of Cockle, which commands 
all the Plain upon the Hill of - Bouge, and at the ſame time ſecures 
our Retrenchments before the detach'd Baſtions, being built at the 
very head of them, at the place where we made our firſt Aſſault 
the laſt Year, uly the 8th. When we had gain'd theſe Retrench- 
ments, we found that the detach'd Baſtions, upon the Brow of the 
Hill, did not well Flank one another, by > an of its ruggedngls 
and uneven Deſcent, infomuch that we puſh'd our Trenches to the 
pou of the detach'd Baſtion before St. Nicolas his Gate, and em- 

rac'd it, without being Flank'd by the detach'd Baſtion we had be- 
hind our Trench upon the Right : To remedy this, we have beat 
down with Pickaxes, all theſe ragged Heads of the Hill, and un- 
- even Deſcents, to make theſe two Baſtions Diſcover and Flank one 
another, which is a prodigious Work, We found that the Gate of 
St. Nicolas was to0 weak, eſpecially when we had once advanc'd 
our Trenches (by the taking of the detach'd Baſtion)' to the Glace 
of the Place, and that we had ſtrong Batteries from the oppoſite 
ſide of the Meuſe, which Flank'd all the Defences of this Gate, and 
the Wall of the Towr upon the Water-ſide, To prevent ſuch an 
Advantage for the future to Beſiegers, we have made a very ſtrong 
Horn-work within St. Nicolas his. Gate, at the ſame place where 
' the Enemies had made a Retrenchment-the laſt Year during the 
Siege, the ſide whereof towards the Mewſe is very thick, to. be more 
able to reſiſt a —_ of Cannon from the other ſide of the River, 
whence they muſt firſt bear down the old Wall, before they can 
come at this. ' We found alſo that thke.Town wanted ſome Fortifi- 
cations on the other ſide of the 'Meuſe, where (whilſt the Fauxbourg 
de Fatbe remain'd open) an Enemy could work alt along the Ri- 
ver-ſide a Paralle|-Trench, and bring his Batteries ſo near the 
Town, that nothing but the River ſhould remain between; as we 
did laſt Year, over againft the Gate of St. Nicolas. This has oblig'd 
*both to make a Horn-work, to cover the, Fauxhourg of Fambe, and a' 
Line along the Brow of the Hill of Sainte Barke , to hinder ths

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July. between the Foot of the Hill, and the Meyſe, but alſo to Bombard 


the Town from the Hill it ſelf ; and to make this Line the more de- 
fenſible, we have made a Communication between it and the Horn- 
work of Fambe, and a Fort upon the Hill. Fut then on the Caſtle - 
ſide, where the French had been at ſuch great Expences to render 
it above our Power to Eeſiege it, we found that their mighty Line, 
which they had cut with ſo much Labour in the very Rock, to co- 
ver all the Out-works of the. Caſtle and Cohorne, could not be long 
defended, whilſt it was not continued. down the Hill to- the Sam- 
bre and the Menuſe, and that the Paſſage of the Ballance, and of the 
Abbey of Sal//z, upon the Sambre, were not Fortified ; becauſe we 
could come even on both ſides of the Sambre and Meuſe, under the 
cover of theſe very Hills, and get within the Linez and when we 
were once Maſters of the Paſſage of the Ballance, we' could march 
up, as we did, and attack the Enemies within this very Work. 
But now we have continued this Line down the Hill, not only to 
the very Sambre and Meuſe, but we have made another Line without, 
to take up the Heighth, whence we made Batteries againſtthe French 
Line; and we have Fortified the* Paſſages of the Ballance, and of 
the Abbey of Salſin. And as for the weak part of the Caſtle and 
Cohborne, towards the Sambre and the Town, whence we made our 
Batteries againſt. it, and catfried it in Eleven Days, from the open- 
ing of them ; we haveprovided againſt that, - Lirag the Deſcent 
of the Hill of Cohorne fo ſteep, that if the Cannon ſhould make a 
Breach from the Town, yet the Beſiegers cannot go up, but with a 
very great Difficulty, to make an Aſſault upon it. And that which 
makes the Strength of all theſe Works the more conſiderable, is, 
that they are all made of Stone , which you have here in abun- - 
dance upon the very Spot ; and yet, notwithſtanding this Conveni- 
ence, it has coſt the States very greatSumms of Money to put it in 
this Condition, that it is now as Impregnable as any place can be, 
but muſt have an Army within to defend it, by reaſon of this mul- 
titude of Out-works. I have heard that the French deſign'd moſt 
of theſe Additional PFortifications themſelves, but that they were fo 
exhauſted in- this War, that they could not find the ready Money 
to carry them on : But what they had already done, to make both 
the Town, and Caſtle, and all ns Out-works ſtronger, this they 
thought ſufficient toſecure Namur againſt a Siege on'our part, and 
therefore ſaid, that *twas a place which might be reſtor'd, but could not 
be taken. The King ſaw all theſe Works with a great deal of Satis- 
faction, moſt of them being already finiſh'd, and the reſt very tor- 
ward, and People daily at Work upon them ; Eoth the Eleftors wenc 


at 
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at the ſame time with his Majeſty to ſee Namur, and returned all to- 
gether the ſame Evening to the Camp of Gemblours. 

The ſame day that the King went to Namur, the Army Forrag'd 
towards Tilly, where we defeated a Party of the Enemies Horſe, 


killed ſome, and made about Twenty ſeven Prifoners. The firſt- 


of Fuly, being the Ele&tor .of Bavaria's Birth-day, was obſerved 


at the Ele&or's Quarter with a great deal of Solemnity and Re- 


joycing. The Ele&or of Cologne made the ſame day, upon that 
Occaſion, a Promotion of General Officers among his Troops ; the 
Count de Berlo was made Lieutenant-General, and the Brigadiers 
St Maurice, and Famart, were made Major-Generals, and the Co- 
lonels Caſtro, and Pahau, Brigadierss The 3d. The two Ele- 
&ors went to Bruſſels, to afliſt at the Funeral Office for the late 
Queen-Mother of Spain, and the Solemn Maſs that was to be ſaid 
for her the Next. The Electors tarried in Bruſſels till the -5th. 
to be preſent at the Proceſſion of -the three Bloody Hofts, of 
which we have given an Account in the Relation of the Year 1692 
The %th. They returned to the Camp at Gemblours. 
"The day that the Electors went to Bruſſels, Major-General Dopf was 
commanded to Namur with a ftrong E/corte of Horſe and Dragoons, 
to paſs the Sambre there, and view the ways through the Wood of 
Marlagne, if the Army could have Marched there to get on the 
other ſide of 'the Sambre in the Plain of. St. Gerrard ; but the De- 
files were found too” Uifficult and hazardous, and the Mareſchal de 
Boufflers too conveniently Poſted and Retrench'd, to diſpute the paſ- 
ſages of them. Monſieur Dickwvel: came about this time from the 
Hague to the Camp, and as People diſcourſed very hotly of- a Ge- 
neral Peace, fo *twas ſuppoſed that he came to his Majeſty to give 
an Account of his Negotiations about this Important Buſineſs ; and 
that which colifirmed Men. the more in this Opinion, was, that 
Monſieur Dickvelt made this Voyage more than once between the 


Camp and the Hague. But in the interim of all theſe Diſcourſes 


of a General Peace, Monſieur de /z Tour, the Duke of Savoy's Envoy, 
notified to his Majeſty the Separate Peace which his Maſter had 
made with the French King, and that the Forces of the Allies were 
to depart his Country within ſuch a time, or be forc'd to it by his 
own Troops joyn'd with thoſe of France, and that within that time 
*ewas in the power of the Allies to make a Neutralicy which ſhould 
Include all Taly. The Duke writ Letters at the ſame.time to moſt 
of the Princes of the Allies, but eſpecially to the Emperor, the 
King of Spain, -and the Ele&ors of Bavaria and Brandenbourg, 


wherein'he repreſented the Miſery — which his Countrey had been.

reduced 


Taly. 
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Fuly. reduced by the War, and that the French King offer'd him ſuch 
Terms of Peace, that he could not expe better in continuing of it, 
and thankd the ſaid Princes for their Aﬀiſtance with their Troops, 
which now he defired them to withdraw out of his Countrey, 
conformably to the Treaty he had made with the French King. 
This is the Misfortune of Alliances,that the CommonEnemy can ſtill 
do his own Buſinefs by giving advantagious Terms, to bring off 
any one Prince or State from. a League; becauſe then, the Advan- 
tages he gives toone to bring him to a Separate Peace, put him in 
a Condition to impoſe fo much the harder Terms upon the reſt, 
and fuch as ſufficiently make amends for the Advantages he has 
been obliged to give to break the Knot of an Alliance. Divide & im- 
-_ K the Duke of Savoy has made a more advantagious Peace for 

imſelf by making of it Separately, yet in relation. to the Common 
Enemy, he remains ſo much the more in a condition to keep ſuch 
Treaties but as long as he pleaſes: And therefore, this Separate 
Treaty is fo much the leſs ſecure as the Duke has not. the Com- 
mon Guarrantie of the Allies to make it good, which would have 
been, if he had Treated joyntly with them. It were better to 
have leſs upon certain Terms, than to have Arbitrary Advantages 
from a Powerful Enemy, who cannot be oblig'd to allow them any 
longer than he thinks it for his own Intereſt. 'The Treaty of 
Nimeguen is too freſh an Inſtance of this Truth, where, after the 
French King had. broke the Knat of the Alliance that preceded it, 
by bringing the States to a Separate Peace,, he remained in a Con- 
dition to break the Repoſe of Chriſtendom, and to-renew the War 
as ſoon as his Coffers. were Repleniſhed ; and thoſe very Stares 
that had been the firſt in making up their Peace with him, were 
ſome of the firſt to feel the effet of an exorbitant Power, to. which 
they themſelves had. contributed ſo mych by a Separate Treaty. 
*Ewas to make this Treaty of the Duke of Savvy good, that the 
Mareſchal de Catinat. came in the Plain of Turin with, ſo- Powerful 
an Army, as it had been before concerted amidſt the Devoti- 
ons of Loretto ; where ſuch Buſineſs could be. managed without be- 
ing, obſerved by the Miniſters of the Allies, For, if Catinar had 
- come indeed to force the Duke of Savoy to a Separate Peace by ſo nu- 
merous an Army, why did he give him time enough to Fortifie, his 
Army before Turin, by drawing of a Line from the Doero to the Po, 
which being once done, the French could not think of Bombardihg 
this Place ? Prince YVaudemont has fecur'd Bruges this very. Campagne. 
with as unequal Forces. But I am afraid I have inſiſted coo long up- 
on this Buſineſs, which obliges me to come in again tothe ſequel of 
this Account. ky The 
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The 7th. Baron Griſpey was commanded with Five Squadrons of Fuly 
Horſe, towards Fleury, He fell in his way, upon a Party of about 
Fifty of the Enemies Horſe, of which he kilPd Four or Five, and 
brought moſt of the reſt Priſoners. The ſame day, we put Three 
hundred Foot, and Iwo hundre& Dragoons , in the Chateau of 
St. mand, .under the Command of a Colonel, being a convenient 
Poſt to cover our Army, and to keep the Plain of Fleury clear of the 
Enemies Parties.. Count Berlo's Regiment, of the Elecor of Co- 
lognes Troops, was likewiſe ſent this Day to Liege, to reinforce 
that Garrifon, which was now oblig'd to much Duty, by ſending 
Convoys with the Veſſels that went daily up and down the Meuſe, 
for the ſervice of the Army. My Lord of Recheford came alfo this 
Day to his Majeſty's Camp at Gemblours, whither he had been ſent 
by the Prince, from the Flanders Army. The ſame Day a Party of 
our Army of about Fourſcore, moſt Dutch, and ſome Emgliſh, had 
the misfortune to fall in near the King's How/e, upon the Cauſley, 
between Gezep and Haterlo, with a ſtrong Party of French Huſſars, 
and Dragoons,. with whom they diſputed it for ſome time, in a hol- 
low-way z but being over-power'd, they demanded Quarter, 
which, was given.them, but as ſoon as they weredifarm'd, the Huſſars

Quarter at. Corbais , of which we have given an Account before. 
Two only eſcap'd of all this Party (which were left upon the place.

to wait upon his Majeſty, and return'd the ſame day to his Camp 
at Andeme. Monſicur d= Puy, Lieutcnant-General ,-came back 


this day to the Camp, with his Detachment of Horſe, with which 


he had been ſent towards Nivelle and Bois Seigneur Taac, but with- 
out any News of the Huſ/ars, that had ſerv'd our Soldiers fo bar- 
barouſſy. He mct with two other Parties, which he brought Prifo- 
ners tothe Camp, the ene of Fifteen, and the other of Forty Five 
Men. And my Lord of Rycheferd was diſpatch'd the day before, 
back to Prince Vaudemont in Flanders, The 13th. My Lord Cuts, 
whom his Majeſty had made Major-General in the laſt Promotion, 
came to the Camp, with the Marquis of Caermarthen, who came over 
a Voluntier, to paſs the Campagne in Flanders, in his Majeſty's Ar- - 
my. 
The 15th. the Army at” Gemblours march'd upon the Leit, to- 
the Plain of Fleury, and encamp'd with the Right near Mel/;, and 
the Left at Sombref.

Upon our arrival here, we made Detachments to obſerve the Ene- 
mies Countenance, upon the Paſſages of the Szmbre, and to view 
the Approaches to it. 'The Landrgrave of H:fſe marcly'd the ſame Gy 
from Andenne, and encamp'd upon two Lines, the one upon the Hill 
of Sainte Barbe within the Line, and the other in the bottom, be- 
tween the Hill of Sainte Barbe and the Meuſe, without the Farxbou 


of Fambe : And now,ybeing near enough to have acted in Conjun- 


&ion with his Majeſty's Army, this ſeems the moſt proper place to 


.give in the Landrgrave*s Line of Battle, and to add the-Numberot 


his Forces to our own.

The Landrgrave's Army, according to this Liſt, conſiſted of 
Eighteen Fattalions, and Forty two SquaQrons;of which Tweny nine 
were Dragoons ; whereby it appears, that by our former Compus- 
tation , the Landrgrave muſt have 106800 Foot, 2900 Dragoons, 


.and 1950 Horſe, that is in all 15659 effe&tive Men ; beſides the 


Artillery, which conſiſted of Ten Field-Pieces of Hanover and 
Lunenbourg, Eight of Munſter, and Ten of Heſſe. 

Upon this Approach of the King's Army to the Sambre, ( who 
was now Encamped in the Plain of Fleury) and the Lendrgrave's 
Marching to Namwr, the Mareſchal of Boufflers advanc'd himſelf 
with the Main of his Army to Bieme, between Gerpynes and the Sam- 
bre, to be there ready to oppoſe our Paſſage of the River at Memtig- 
»y, Where he made ſeveral Batteries and Retrenchments. He order'd 
at the ſame time the Marquis of Harcourt, who was Incamp'd 
near Dimaxt, to March in the Camp he had left in the Plain of St Ger- 
rard, where he had before Retrenched himſelf, to guard the 
Paſſages of the Wood of Marlagne into this Plain. - Here the Mar- 
quis of Harcourt Was to obſerve the Landigrave of - Heſſe, whilſt the 
Mareſchal was advanced to the very Panks of the Sabre, to ob- 
ſerve the King's Army. And to be more in acondition to diſpute 
the Paſſage of t):1is River to our Forces, he orderd Monfeur de 
Courtebonne, who was Encamped at Buſſiere, on the 74; fide of 


the S. mbre, to re-pa's that River, and Encamp at Hente:, with the 
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Body under his Command, - to be there in readineſs to come and Pulp.” 
joyn him upon the firſt Occaſion. 

But the next day put an end to all Diſcourſes of attempting the 
paſſage of the Sambre, which was an Undertaking too hazardous, 
Fhilff the French were juſt on the other ſide, with a good Army, and 

Batteries, and Retrenchments to oppoſe us, and that they had 
another Body at St. Gerrard, to guard the paſſage of the Wood of 
Marlagne. From whence it appears, that wh&#n ever the Enemies 
are Maſters of this Poſt before us, it will be very hard to paſs: 
the Sambre for our Army, 'or rather, almoſt impothle, notwith- 
ſtanding that we are Maſters of Namur, Situated upon the conflu- 
ence of this Fery River with the Meuſe: And whilſt the Enemies 
are before-hand with us in the Field, we need not doubt but that 
they will always ſecure thoſe Poſts for themſelves, fo neceſſary 
for the Defence of Dinant and Charleroy. But it is our Misfortune, 
that the German Troops are Quartered fo far off, that it- is but roo 
probable the Enemies will have the ſame advantage again the next 
Year, which they negle&ted roo much in the. Year 1695, 
by which means we Inveſted, Beſfjeged, and Took Namur; and 
nothing can excuſe them well in this matter, but their relying upon. 
x Place, which they looked upon as above our 


the great ſtrength of 
power to attempt, efſe they would nor have left the Sambre altoge- 


ther unprovided as, they. did: The 15th. the Army marched from 

the Plain of Fleury to Nivelle,” upon two Columns. We Encamped 

this day. with our Right at © Arkennes upon the. Semne, being the 

Ele&or of B#varia's Quarter ; that of _ his Majeſty was at Nivelle, 

and the'Ele&or' of Cologne's at the Chajteau of Filyy juſt on the 

other ſide of the Senne, by the EleQor of . Bavaria's Quarter. The 

King detatch'd upon this March Major-General Swerim, with two 

Battations of his own Regiment, and the Regiments of Horſe of 

Kiphe, - O:ffriſe, and Saxen M:iningen, with Count 4 Ooftfriſe Briga- 

fe to' joyn the Landtgrave's Army at Sainte Barbe, who, (as it 

- appeared by the King's March towards the lain of Cambron) had 

Advanc4d ſo far only for the ſecurity of Namur, now that his Ma- 

jeſty ett the Neighbourhood of it, till a ſufficient Detachment 

was made that way, as it was delign d, from Prince Vaudemont's 

Army. The 17th. our Army at N:vell- beat the General,, and Ga-' «4a 

thering, in order to March, which was afterwards countermanded,'it 

may be, to be certainly informed of what Beaff.rs would do upen th's 

March ; whether he woun'd fortfiwith advance with his Army to- 

wards Mons, for the ſecurity of that place, and of the Sch-/d, which 

might have tempred us to return LAB the Samibrez or Whether. +5. 
| he 
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he would ftill keep on the other fide of the Sambre, and leave us to 
March toward the Sch2/4 : But Bonfflers conld not. yet be tempted 
to leave the Sambre, he kepr ſtill on the other ſide of ir, and only 
made Detachments towards Mons atid the Scheld, Monfieur 
de Courtebonne was ordered from Hantes, to pals the Sambre back 
again to Buſſere, there to be at hand to re-inforce Monſieur 4 4r- 
tagnan, Licutenant-General, near Mons. The Count' de Tallard 


* was commanded to Ragny near Buſſiere, with the Body under: his 


Command, there to be ready to paſs the Sambre, and march to- 
wards Mins or the Scheld, according to the Motions of our Army, 
who was again to be followed cloſe by Licutenant-General Ximenes, 
who Encamped this day at Ham - ſar Heure: This the Mareſchal of 
Beufflers thought ſafer than to part with the Sambre, which ( if he 
had paſſed now ) would have left the Paſſages between Charleroy 
and Namur expoſed to our Army. 
The 18th. having ordered our heavy Baggage to march towards 
Bruſſels, becauſe there are very great Defiles between Nzwvelle and 
Soignies;, our Army Marched on upon the Right, and. paſſed the 
Seune at Arkennes and Feluy, and Encamped this day at Soignies, 
where was the King's Quarter, with the Right at Orrue, afd the 
Left near Courtaubois, both the Eleftors were Quartered at Newwille. 
But the Mareſchal of Boufflers ſeeing our Army Marching on towards 
the Scheld, reſolved to advance himſelf with his Army towards Buſ- 
ficres, there to pals the Sambre ;, and accordingly, the ſame day that 
our Army Marched to Soignies, he Marched to Thi le Chateau, be- 
eween Walccurt and Ham ſur Heure, Lieutenant-General d Artagnan 
was ordered back from the Neighbourhood of Mens to his old Poſt 
of Helchin upon the Scheld, where he was re-inforced with a Bri- 
gade of Artillery, Detach'd from Vi/lerey's Army on the 21ft. Cour- 
zebonne Marched from Buſjieres towards Mons in 4 Artagnan's place, 
and the Count de Tallard Encamped at Bufſjeres in the room of Cour- 
rebonne. The 19th. our Army continued its March upon the Right 
toward Aeth, and we came this day in the Plain of Cambron, 
where we Encamped with our Right at Iferes, juſt by Aeth, and 
our Left behind the Abby of Cambron : the King's Quarter was at 
Atres, the Ele&tor of Bavaria's at Aubre, and that of Colopne's at-Iſie- 
rec. We deſigned to continue in this place, and therefore did not 
Encamp on the other fide of the Dender, between the Abby of Cam- 
bron and Chievres, as we did two years ago, but we took up the Camp 
on the' Grammont and Nimove tide of this River, as beſt covered 
both againſt Parties and Deſzrtion, where we had the Dender before 
us from the Abbey of Cambron to Aeth, and again upon our Right 
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from Aeth toward Leſſnes and Gramment. For the Dender makes an Julj. 
Angle ſomething lefs than Right at Aerhb, which gave us this ad- 
vantagious Camp. The ſame day, upon our arrival to it, the King 
and the Eletors went to fee .the curious Fortifications of Ach, 
( which we have given an Account of in the Campaign of 1694.) 
where they were received with a triple Diſcharge of all the Artillery 
round the Ramparts, and the two Electors were ſplendidly Enter - 
tained at Dinner by the Count de Roeulx, Governor of the Place. 
The heavy Baggage that had been ſent away from N;welle, joyned 
the Camp again this day. 

As we Marched to the Plain of Cambrmn, the Mareſchal of Boufflers 
paſſed the Sambre at Buſſieres, and Encamped the ſame day at 
St. Creſpin near Conde, where he was conveniently Poſted to At 
joyntly with the Mareſchal of Y:{eroy, forthe defence of the Paſſage 
of the Scheld. But before he paſſed the Sambre to come to this 
Camp, he made a conſiderable Detachment to re-inforce the Mar- 
quis of Harcourt with Twenty five Battalions and Three Regiments 
of Horle, being Poſted at St. Gerrard, to obſerve the Landtgrave of 
Heſs's Army at Sainte Barve. Part of the Mareſchal of Bouffer's 
Army only lay at St. Creſpin, the reſt being divided into ſeveral Eo- 
dies, ſome with the Marquis of Harcourt, fome at the Paſſage of 
Buſſieres upon the Sambre, fome at Mortaigne, where the $ carpe 
( which -comes from Doway ) falls into the Sche!d above Tour - 
nay, and ſome at Towrnay it {elf forthe defence of this Place ; as for 
Count d Artagnan (as we have ſaid before) he was now atHelchin, up« 
on the Scheld, with the Detachment he-Commanded of Y/leroy's Ar- 
my. The 2eth, the Mareſchal of Bouffers went with the Duke 
du Maine and the Count de Thoulouſe to Tournay, to ſee all things ſafe 
-on this ſide, andthe Marquis de Courtebonne-was Commanded at the 
ſame time from K:ewrain near Mons, to March to this place, with 
the Seventeen Squadrons he Commanded, where he Encamped 
at Marre. 

The King being now .come to Aeth, with the Brabant Army, 
gave occaſion to ſeveral freſh Diſcourſes concerning n&w Operati- 
ons that were:to beundertaken in conjunction with the Army of 
Flanders, the two Armies being now but nine or. ten-Leagues a- 
{under ; and People began to talk of the Siege of Tiurnay, or of 
the Bombardment of Dunkirk, according as the Mareſchal of :l!r:y 
ſhould move, either for the Defence of the Scheld, or the Sea- Coaft. 
But if, our Armies were ſo near one another to have undertaken 
any thing, the Mareſchals of Boufflers and Villeroy were both at hand, 
to help one another 'to AR detenſively againſt us, and had very 
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July, advantagious Rivers, Lines,and Canals from the Sche/d on to the'Sea, 
-Ndt to fear-any Deſigns from us on that' fide. However, the'Mare(ſ- 
chit of Villeroy ſtill continued in/bis' old Camp of Deinſe'and Cruyſ- 
Hestem, where he was very well Poſted, both for the defence of the 
Scheld, ahd the*Lines, againft the Brabant army 5 and: of | Dunkirk 
and: Fires, againſt that of Prince Yzudemont + | but he could :not be 
otherwife at piefent than ſtraightned for want of 'Forrage, confide- 
ring the time he had remained in this Camp. But that which gave 
moſt occafion:to theſe: new Dilcourles concerning ſome confidera- 
ble Undertaking; was Prince /audemont's Voyage to the King's'Camp, 
where he went ſuddenly on the 2<th. in the Evening: from Ghent, 
with an- Eſcorre of 500 Horſe and Dragoons, 'and 700'Foot, which * 
were-detach'd | very privately from the Prince's Army the ſainie 
Evening, without any knowledge of the Prince*s Deſigne, towards 

. Gramment and Ninove; and Prince” Vaudemont, after he had taken 
the Tuur'of Ghndt in his Coach as uſually in the Evening, having Re- 
lays ready, went diretly that: very Night to the King's Camp: at 
Attes. The Prince's Eſcorte was re-1nforced upon the way with ano- 
ther-ffom the King's Army, which ar the ſame:time Convoyed My 
Lord Poytland to Ghendt, in order to go to Oftend, and paſs” the Sea 
for England, where he had been diſpatched by the King'upon ſome 
extraordinary Occaſion. The next day the Prince arrived 'at the 
King's Army very early in the Mo'ning, and My Lord Portland 
came to Ghend:, and went forward the ſame day to Offend, where 
Panzils Squadron was ſtill in-the Road, who ordered one of his 
Men of War tocarry My Lord into England. ; 

But whatever Diſcourſes were flirring' at this time eoncerning 
fonie Undertaking, we ' did not think of ſtirring az yet from! the 
Camp near Aeth ; on the ny + our Army Forraged for ſeveral 
days fucceflively, to make fome Proviſion for a longer ſtay in ir ; 
but one of theſe Forrages had like to have caus'd a very great mif- 
underſtanding between the Spaniards and. the 3avarians in.our Army. 
For ſome of the Bavarian Cuiraſfiers would -have Porraged' near the 
Duke of Holſtein's Quarter, who is General of the Spanjh' Horſe, 
which the Spaniards would not ſuffer the Bavarians to do, where,

to be 127540 Men ſtrong, and in this Computation we have 
been very moderate, both in the Rate of their Battalions and Squa- 
drons. As for the Total of all our Armies on this fide joyned toge- 
ther, -it is thus, The King's Army in Flanders confifted of 68g 50 
Men, that of the Landrigrave of Heſſe of 15550, and that of Prince 
Vaudemont of 46050. all which being ſummed up together, makes 
the Total of all our Forces in this Countrey to confift of 130255 
Men, by which the Ballance between both Parties appears to be on 
our ſide of 3210 Men, which made us ſo much Rtronger than the 
Enemies, but isa very inconſiderable Advantage in fuch vaſt Num- 
bers as we were on both ſides. The Seven or Eight Battalions En- 
camped within the Line before the Caſtle of Namw , Com- 
manded by Lieutenant-General Coborne, are not included in this 
Number, becanſe they could not A with us, but upon our Pal- 
ſage of the Sambre;z and if they were, the greateſt difference that 
can be made out of it, is about 8000 Men, which is no great 
Number to ground any Undertaking upon, between ſuch Armies 
as were then inthe Field. And beſides, the French had ſuch an ad- 
vantage by being firſt in the Field (by the late coming of our Ger- 
man Troops) as rather over-ballanc'd this Difference ; as it has ap- 
peared in the Proceedings of this Campagne. 


Upon Prince YVaudemont's March to reQtifie his Camp in a Regu-- 


lar Line of . Battle, and that the Mareſchal of Y:!/roy's Army was 
now like to March towards Bruges, which ſhould oblige him to leave 
the Neighbourhood of Ghend?, it was refolved to make a Line to 
cover this Town, where it is moſt expos'd to a Bombardment, that 
is from AMary-kirk without the Canal.

purpole ; And beſides, the Enemies had now ſome Projet in their 
heads, and therefore *twas neceſſary to augment the Army here as 
much and as privately as they could, to put them in a condition 
to execute their Deſigns; *Twas given out that all theſe Re- 
inforcements came to /illercy's Army, only to Ipare their Forrage, 
and to conſume ours; for all - Beuffler's Detachments behind 
the Scheld, and the Troops the Enemies had behind their Lines, 
had their Forrage Sven by the Countrey, as Prince V2udemont had 
upon the Canal of Bruges ; and therefore, this was a very plau- 
ſible Pretext to bring ſo many Re-inforcements to the Mareſchal of 
Villeroy's Artny, as came after his paſſage of the Lys. Beſides this 
Re-inforcement brought by the Count de. /a Mathe upon Villeroy's 
coming to this Camp, he had another at the ſame time from He. 
chjn, which conſiſted of one Battalion, and eight Squadrons. 

But Prince Vaudemont was as cautious on his ſide as the Enemies 
were cunning on theirs. They now brought up the ſtrength of their 
Troops by degrees to this Camp of Thie/tr, where they were fo 
near the Canaf that we could hear the Drums from their Camp. 
This made the Prince of Faudemont order _ Maitland's Brigade 
from behind the Canal of O#nde near Placendale, back to Moorbrugghe 
upon the Canal of Bruges, for the Security of that Paſs, which 
the Troops behind this Canal could not extend themſelves fo far on 
the Right to defend, without weakning the Center, where at preſent 
was the moſt apparent danger. The oth. the Prince review'd the

George; the Dragoons between St. George and Mcirbrigg he, Within 
a League and a half of Bruges, where 1Mzitland's Pricade of Foot 
tay incamped; and the Engliſh Cavalry moved up irom Mary-kirk 
to Levendeghem, 'where Lientenant-General Arntrguergue took his 
Quarrer, the Prince having upon this Motion remov'd his from 
thence to a Houſe between Bellew and Urſe!le, and this was called 
the Camp of Aelrre, "The fame day that we made this Movement, 
the French Army came to Forrage near the Canal about Poxcke, 
Bell-m, and Aelrre, having a very ſtrong Eſccrte to cover their Forra- 
gers : Our Picquer was thereupon ordered to ſtand to their Arms, 
and we made ſeveral Detachments out of ic to paſs the'Canal and 
diſturb the Enemies, who returned with ſome Prifoners, and Teyera! 
Deſerters, who took hold of this opportunity to leave the'Enemy . 
The French Maroders were very inlulent to the Boors, as uſually 
they are, which obliged the Boors of all the Neighbouring Villages 
on the other fide of the Canal, to come cloſe to the Canal fide with 
their Families, Cattel, - and Houſhold-Goods, under the Protection 
of our Camp; for the French fpared nothing, neither Churches 
( where they always find a fure Sanftuary amongſt us) nor Houſes. 
The ſame day likewiſe that we came to this Camp, twas ordered 
that the Pirquet of every Regiment ſhould keep Centries all along 
the Canal, from Hundred Pace to Hundred Pace, who, upon the 
Enemy's Approaching any where near the Canal, were to fire their 
Pieces, and the other Centries to take it upon the Riphr and Lefr, and 
alarm in an inſtant” all our Troops in their feveral F ofts, from Bru- 
ges to Gheritle, We had before, Guards every half League, or two 
Englith Miles at mott, who had Centries out upon the Right and 
Left at a convenient diſftance.and when any Boats went up and down 
the Canal, they detached two Firelocks to Convoy: them along 
from Foſt to Polf. Uponcthis Neighbourhood of the French to our

Captain Cormuallis, of Reſſe's 
Regiment, commanded, the Dragoons, who -fell in *at_ Ooftcamp 
with a Party of the Enemies Poſted in a Defile ; and —_ this 
was a conſiderable Diſadvantage, yet Captain Cormllis c ag,d 
them with his Dragoons Sword in hand fo vigorouſly that he kill'd 
ſeveral. of the Pnemies, and brought off all his Detachment ſafe < 
out of the Defile (except one or two killed ) and a Priſoner that 
was wounded in the Aion: the Dutch Horſe being informed 
that ſeveral of the Enemies Squadrons lay between Ofcamp and 
Loppers to cover the Forragers, would not vetiture in to the Dra. 
goons aſſiſtance, elſe we might hare taken the whole Party.

On the 1 1th. the Picquet turn'd out to the Retrenchment, upon ad- 
vice that the Enemies had detach'd 800 Foot and 1000 Horſe to 
view the approaches to our Camp. T he ſame day, a little Sculki 
Party of ſix Walloons brought 22 Priſoners, which they took: juſt be- 
fore the Right of the French Army, as they were /Maroding, The 
13th, in the Evening, Colonel Robert Mackays Regiment was order'd 
to march towards Placendale, to reinforce Brigadier Maitland ; and 
incamp'd behind the Canal of Newport, near Sandvcorde Bridge, upon 
the right of Placenaale, "The Reader 15 to obſerve that all the Briages 
pou theſe Canals are Draw-bridges, as being eaſier to defend againſt 
an Enemy, The 17th. our Parties brought in 106 Priſoners, and a- 
mongſt the reſt an Oflicer of -S;/ly's Dragoons, "The Enemies were at 
preſent _ conveniently incamp'd for our Parties to make Priſoners, 
being in a cloſe Countrey, where their Maroders could hardly eſcape, 
and therefore at this time the Provor's Guard wasalways full of Pri- 
{oners, and the Goal of Newport : But eſpecially Major General Fagel's 
Troops gall'd the Enemies moſt, by ſending daily parties over the Ca- 
nal of Newport, which never return'd without Booty, either Horſes or 
Priſoners; and upon the two or three firſt days of Y;/ſeroys coming to 
Torhout and Wyxendale, there were above 100 Horſes brought to 
his Camp, beſides Priſoners, The 20th, Colonel ne gr was com- 
manded out at Night with a Detachment of 300 Horle and Dragoons, 
to ſurprize a Village between our Camp and the Enemies, where 
they us'd to have a Guard of Horſe every Night ; but the Ene- 
mies, made their Eſcape, and we took Sixteen Horſes, and brought 

; in about Thirty Priſoners, which vere taken by the Dragoons. 

The 21th, the Enemies mad2 a '/great Forrage at Yaſſenaar and 
Snelleghem;—#afſeraar is a coniiderable Village juſt on the other ſide 
of the Heath before St. -4adreas his Clotiter, and Snelleghej is the 
next beyond upon the way to Ghiſtel ; Hut the Enemies had another 
deſign than barely to Forrage theſe Villages; they had the beſt of 
their Horſe to cover the Forragers, which they caus'd to advance 
in the Heath before Yaſſeraar, in ſight of St, Andreas his Cloiſter ; 
The Picquet of our Camp immediately took Arms, and march'd out 
of our Retrenchment, being commanded by Major General Erle, who 
was of the day. The Enemies expected that we fhould have attack'd 
them, and gave us this bait to draw us out of our Retrenchments : 
And in caſe that we ſhould have done 1o, the French Army. was or- 
der*d before hand to be ready to march this day, and the Horles 

were 
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were ready harnafſed to the Artillery to come up immediately , Septem: 
whileſt the Eſcorte ſhould draw us out of our Retrenchments to Skir- 
miſh. But Major General Erle only obſerv'd their Motions,and ſuffered 
them to make their Caracoles in the Heath, without meddling with 
them, The 22th the Prince went to Newport by Offend, to view the 
Condition of the Garriſon, and Major General FagePs Camp. The 
ſame day, Lieutenant General Averquergue Review'd the Dragoons, 
in order to prepare for a General Review, which was to be made by 
the Prince before he left the Camp ; for by this time Bruges, and the 
Canals of Ofiend and Newport , were in a Condition not to apprehend 
any farther Deſigns of the Enemies, whoat preſent had nothing elle to 
doon this ſide, tor the remainder . of the Campagne, but to conſume 
the little Forrage they ſhould find hereabouts, and then to retire in- 
to Winter Quarters , which the Armies beyond the Scheld were now 
about to do. But before we bring them into Quarters, we muſt give 
an Account of what pals'd moſt Material on thar fide. 

We have left the King going to Zoo, and the Brabant Army under 
the Command of the EleCtor at Grammont , and Boufler's Forces, ex* 
cept the Detachments he made to reinforce Y;/leroy, Canton'd be- 
hind the Scheld and the Haiſze, from the Sambre to Tournay. Aﬀeer 
the Detachment, which the Elector made under the Duke of Wirtem- 
berg to joyn Prince Yaudemont, little elſe happen'd extraordinary, be- 
ſides what Accidents' may fall out upon Forrage days, which were 
inconfiderable, eſpecially at the latter end of this Camp, that the 
Boors were order'd to bring in Corn themſelves for the eaſe of the 
Cavalry. In the mean while, the Mareſchal of Bouflers had nothing 
to do but to viſit the Quarters of his Troops along the Haiſne and 
the Scheld, which he uſed to do from time to time : And this he did at 
the latter end of Auguſt, but return'd to Toxrnay the beginning of 
September, to be more at hand to make ſuch Detachments as Yilleroy 
ſhould have occaſion for at this time, that he was upon the great de- 
ſign of Bombarding of Bruges, and forcing the . Canal of Newport. 
The Count. & Artagnan had March'd on the firſt to joyn the Mareſ- 
chal of Villeroy, and the 7th the Mareſchal of Bouflers Commanded 
the Dragoons of Breroncelle the ſame way from Tournay ; and the 
Regiment of Horſe of Noazlles, and the Dragoons of Meſtre-de-Camp- 
General, and Haxtefort, came to this Place toſupply the Detachments 

that had been made from thence for Yilleroys Army. The Counts 
de Tallard and Guiſcard were Incamp'd (as we have ſaid it before ) 
between the Sambre and the Mdeuſe, with the two ſeveral Bodies under 
their Command ; the firſt near Charlemont, and the other at the Abby 
of Moulin between Dinant and Namiwer; but the Forrage being alto-

the: Count de'Tallard , who was now March'd from Romedin near 
Charlemont to Rondcheſne,lower the Aſeuſe,to pals this River,and ſubſift 
his Army'in -the Cozdros.0n the other fide 3 which Count Tallard did 
onthe '15thnear Dinant, and Incamp'd at Sortive upon the Frontier 
of the County of Nammr, beyond the Meuſe, and about two Leagues 
fromDinart, with Nine. Battallions,and about Twelve Squadrons; but 
was Reinforc'd here by” the Marquis 4 Antin, Major General, with 
Four Battallions and Fifteen Squadrons more, from the Body which was 
Commanded by Count Guiſcard, and with a Brigade of Artillery. 
The Marquis of Grammont was left in the Countrey , between the 
Sambre and the Xeuſe, with Ten Battallions , and a Regiment of 
Horſe, to keepin the Garriſon of Namur. 

As for the EleCtor of Bavaria's Army at Grammont, it had by this 
time conſum?d all the Forrape about the Dender, and between this 
River and the Scheld, -and therefore there being a neceſſity for the 
Army to' move from hence, the Pioneers were order'd to mend the 
Ways towards Bruſſels and Halle, which at this time could not be 
very good after the Rains that had fallen. "OTE 

The 17th. the Elector Detach'd the Two Battallions of Engliſh 
Guards, and the Two Engliſh Regiments of Horſe of Wyndhan and 
Wood, towards their Winter Quarters at Ghent. The Daniſh Regi- 
ment of Yan-Zee ( Seeſtaat) of Horſe, and that of Zeulen, were ſent the 
ſame way ; the Firſt to go into Quarters, and the Second to joyn the 
Dutch Cavalry in the Prince's Army at Bellem ; and the firſt Battallion 


of DutchGuards was order'd to Leer, the Place appointed for their 


Winter Quarters. - 

The 18th. the Artillery and heavy Baggage was Commanded away 
towards Bruſſels. And the 1 9th. the Elector's Army Decamp'd from 
Grammont, and March'd to St. Quintin Linneck, and Goick, where the 
EleQor had his Quarter upon the Right ; and the Prince -of Vaſſau- 
-Saarbruck, (who had come back from Ajix la- Chappelle the 29th. of 
Auguſt to the Camp at Grammont) had his at St, Quintin near: the [efr. 
The '20th. the Army March'd: on, and Paſſed the Senze at Halle, and 
the Defile of Braine le Chateau, to Incamp at Bois Sezgnenr 1ſaac, 
where the EleCtor had his Quarter in the Abby upen the Right, and 
the Prince of Nafſau-Saarbrack, at Braine la Leu upon the Left to-

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and the 2eſe, the Mareſchal of Bouflers made Detachments to joyn Septem, - 


the Counts of Tallard and Guiſcard, who Commanded hereabouts ; 
the firſt beyond the Xerſe, and the other on this ſide : But our Bra- 
bant Army did not continue long in this Place, where the Camps we had 
at firſt at Wavre and Corbats could not have left much Forrage. 
The Army ſubſiſted here Eight days, and fo feparated,in order to March 
into Quarters. The 28th a Dutch Brigade of Foor was Commanded 
ro Louvain, On the 29th. the Army broke op Camp, and the EleQtor 


' went to Bruſſells;, the Brandenbourg Troops March'd towards the 
HMeuſe by Genap and the Grande Chauſſee, The Liegeand Cologne Forces 


March'd off homewards by Limale,Wavre, and Tilmont,to St Tron, and fo 
to Tongzres, Where they received their Repartition of Winter Quarters 
from the EleCtor of Cologne, who was now at Liege ; and only the Regi- 


ment of Guards;Commanded by Major General St. Maurice, had orders. 


to March into the Dioceſs of Coloone, the reſt remain'd in that of 
Liege, The Dutch Troops March'd to Canton for fome time between 


Malines and Louvain, and the Prince of Naſſau Saarbrurk, took his 


Quarter at the Abby of. Parck. The EleQtor's Army being thus ſepa- 
rated into Quarters from-the Camp of Bojs-Seigneur-Iſaac, the Mareſ- 


chal of Bouflers, who hitherto had been upon the Defenſive on his fide, 


would make uſe of the little reſt of the Campagne to make us ap- 
prehenfive on ours : He came himſelf (upon the firſt News.of this Se- 
paration of the Brabant Army) to Charleroy, where he arriv'd the firſt 
of Oftober, and the Second went to Dinant - At the ſame time he 


Commanded all the Forces about the Sambre and the Menuſe to March - 
and joyn the Count de Tallard, who upon this Reinforcement being. 
near Thirty Battallions ſtrong, and about Forty Squadrons, March'd - 
from Sortine to Darbuy. upon the Oxrte, in the Frontier of- Liege and 


Luxembourg. This Motion. of the Enemies oblig'd the M_ . 


Troops to Halt upon the Mehaigne, and not to purſue their Marc 


ro paſs the Meuſe, Monſieur de 1a Croix,Commandant of La Roche, in the 


Frontier of the Countrey of. Luxembourg, took the opportunity of 
this March of Tallard to Durbuy to allarm Liege , as he had 'done 


Huy before : To this end, he March'd with his Independent Troop, and. 


Fifty Fuſiliers towards Liege, near which place he arriv'd in the Night : 


The Horle carried each of them a Bomb. and- he had Two: ſmall: 


Morters carried , each by Eight Soldiers, who Reliev'd one 


another out of the Fifry, and Eight Drums ; who upon their approach 


to the Town beat the- French and Swiſſe March to make his number ap- 
pear the greater : The People of the Town were ſo much -impoled 
upon by theſe Drums, that they thought Count Tallard was come up 
with all his Forces, which. made. the. Allarm ſo much the greater. 


Monſieur - 
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Monſieur de la Croix, upon his/approach to the Town, made Five De- 
tachments, of Five Men each, with Drums along with them to cover 
their Weakneſs : Theſe were to make Five falſe Attacks to amuſe the 
the People of the Town, and the few Troops that were in it ac this time, 
whileſt he with the Mainof his Detachment made the Mortars ready, 
and 1o Fir'd the Fombs he had over the Ramparts of the Town, bur 
did no Execution with them : It only Allarm'd the. People very much, 
who in thedark of the Night thought it had been Count Tallard's Ar- 
my, and ſo would not venture to Sally out to repulle this handful of 
Men ; and Monſieur de 1a Croix retir'd ſafely to his Command of 
La Roche, 

Whileſt the Armys on both ſides were now beginning to leave 
the Field, the King was preparing to croſs the Seas back again to return 
into England. His Majeſty made a long ſtay at Loo this bour, having been 

there ever fince the 24th. of Auguſt ; but in the midſt of the Divertite- 
ments which the place affords,the King provided for the moſt important 
Aﬀairs. The Duke of Zell came from Germany to Salute his Majeſty 
here, where he arriv'd the 29th following, and continued at Court 
till the King-left Zoo togo to the Hague, The Elector of Branden- 
bourg with all his Court, and the Electoral Family, had come from 
Berlinto Cleves, about the time that the King deſignd to leave the Field, 
in order to be near His Majeſty, and concert Matters for the next 
Campagne. The Diſcourſes of Peace decreaſing at preſent as much as 
our Enemies grew more haughty and inſolent upon the Succeſs of their 
Negotiations in /taly.But it is to be hop'd that ſuch Meaſures were taken 
here for the bringing of freſh ſupplies into the Field the next Cam- 
pagne from Germany, as may prevent the Enemies from attemptin 
any thing on this fide , notwithſtanding the great hopes which the Af- 
fairs of Traly have given them, On the 5th of September, the Ki 
went from Loo to: Cleves, to ſee the Eleftor of Br andenbourg, but his 
Majelty had ſent the Earl of Portland before to Complement his 
Electoral Highneſs upon his Arrival in theſe Parts, and to Negotiate 
his Majeſties Aﬀairs at that Court. The 6:h. the King came back to 
Loo, where His Majeſty remain'&till the 29th. that (the Duke of Zell 
being return'd into Germany) his Majeſty came to the Hague, where 
having remain'd but few days to Regulate the State of War for the 
following Campagne with the States-General, he went on the 4th of 
Ottober,in the Afternoon, to embark at Oranje-Polder,on Board of one of 
his Yachts. Vice Admiral Ay/mer, and Rear-Admiral Benbow, were at 
the ſame time" off of the Aferſe and Scheveling, with a good Squadron 
of Men of Warto Convoy the King into England. The 5th in the 
Evening, the Fleet made the Aorthfore/and, and the 6th in the _— 
the 
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the King landed at Margaret, and went the ſame day to Kenſmpton,' be- Septem, 
-ing pine every where with the Adelamartons of Hs Subjects, WE 
and with their uſual Demonſtrations of Loyalty and Aﬀection for His 
Majeſties Perſon and Government, 

In the mean while the Flanders Armies till kept the Field ; the 
Mareſchal of leroy having Orders to continuein his Camp of Torhour 
and Wynenaale, as long as his Army could ſubfift thereabouts, which at 
the firſt coming to that Camp had made goods Huts to ſhelter it ſelf 

ainſt the Inconveniences of. the Seaſon. The Prince of Yaudenont 
could not do otherwile, at the ſame time, but keep the Field roo before 
Bruges, where his Army had not the ſame conveniency of making Straw- 
Barracks as the Enemies, becauſe the Countrey behind the Canals having 
furniſhed the Army all the Campagne with dry Forrage, the Prince 
was oblig'd to protect, and not to deſtroy it ; and: the Jatter end of a 
Campagne is always the moſt Ruinous and Deſtructive part of it to 
a Countrey ; when the Soldiers pull down andunthatch all the Houſes, 
to ſhelter themſelves from the Rain and the Cold : And therefore our 
Circumſtances being ſuch,it would be no wonder if theſPrince's' Army 
had ſuffer d more than that of /illeroy ; yet notwithſtanding, the 
Soldiers kept their Health very well, though they had- nothing but 
Tents, and many of them rotten and worn out, to keep out the Rain 
-and the Cold. At the King's going over for England, the Prince gave 
out the Repartition of Winter Quarters for His Majeſties Army, and 
all things were preparing toleave the Field. ' On the 26th. the Prince 
begun the General Review of his Army, before it Separated into 
Quarters, and Review'd the I wo Lines of Foot this day. The 28. 
in the Morning , he Review'd the Z£ng/iſh Cavalry and Dragoons at 
Afoorbrugghe, which were nearer Bruges than the Forreigners, He Din'd 
as Bellem ' this day with the Marquis of a Foreſt, and Review'd all the 
Daniſh and Dutch Cavalry behind the Canal hereabouts. 

The 29th. the Enemies came to Forrage at Oudembourg, an an- 
tient ruinous Place, that was once one of the moſt conſiderable 
Towns of Flanders, but at preſent has nothing in it confiderable be. 
ſides the Abbey of St. Peter of the Benedifins, which the War has 
ruin'd, fo that it is now reduc'd to four or five Monks, though it was 
once very Wealthy ; the Abbot has a Rank among the "Chief Eccleſt- 
aſtical perfons of the Province. Brigadier 24itland, who command- 
ed the Troops about Placendale, had an Out-guard at this place, be- 
fore the Canal of Newport, toprevent any ſurprizal from the Enemies ; 
which he order'd in this manner : Firſt, a Serjeant and ten Menwith - 
out at a Barriere, who upon the Enemies approach were to+fire, and 


retreat to a Lieutenant and forty Men poſted -in the ag 1 
is where 
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Septem, where, he was.4o-defend hiniſelf as long as he 'could;/and'then make 
his retreat oven the Canal of: Newport at Sandtuoorde Bridgewhich was 
not far;from1it...; This-Detachment- was: of Colonel © Robert JMathay's 
Regiment, which obſery'd exactly.'the Orders from Brigadier 1ait- 
land ;, and the Enemies were forc'd:to expole themſelves to their fire 
for a, conſiderable time before they: could get into' Owdembourg ; and 
the. Lieutenant. defended-himſelf ſo-long in*the Church-yard, rhat he 
was in, danger of having his-retreat cuc-off, 'which then -oblig'd him 
to retire Sect unoree Bridge, according to his Orders, -and'the E- 
nemies.could not get into Oudembourg till they had about forty or fifty 
Men kill'd and/wounded, When once they had gain'd this place; they 
fel] on plundering and forraging the Town and the Abbey; and ſome 
of their Parties advanc d in fight, and under the Cannon of Placendale, 
which fir'd ſeveral Shot, and kild fome Men and Horſes. The fire 
of theſe. Guns .gave..the firſt Allarm in the Princes Camp, of . the E- 
-nemies coming that way 3 upon which the Dragoons of Eppinger and 
Mirmont upon the Right, and Kofſe upon the Left, had Orders jmme- 
diately to Mount, and paſs the Canal of Oſtezd, toMarch towards Pla- 
cendale ; the. Picquet of .the Army was order*d the {ſame way, which 
was doubled upon this occaſion, and. aCtually paſs}d/ the Canal upon 
.our | Bridge of Boats. - But the Enemies found Brigadier -Afaitland 
under Arms. to receive them, if they had offer?d to make any-attempt 
upon Placenaale., for the Duke of Wirtemberg was gone the ſame 
Morning to review this Brigade, which was al] ready under "Arms, 
( when.. the French came to Oudembourg ) expetting the Duke's 
coming, who elcap'd very narrowly being Kill'dwpon his going down 
to Placenaale; for ſome Carabiniers of' the Enemies, which had ad- 
vanc'd pretty near the Canal of Offend, about Sraltelt, ſhot at his Coach 
that was driving upon the Digze,and feveral ſhots went through'it, but 
it chanc'd that the Duke was on Horſeback,riding within the Retrench- 
meut of the Canal, and the Coach was empty, elſe the Enemies could 
not have mifsd him. The Frince being inform'd that the Enemies 
were only Forraging of Oudembourg, and that there was 'no dangerat 
Placenaale,Countermanded the Picquet of the Army-and the ay, + 
And as, for the Enemies they found no great Booty here, for the 
Boors.had remov*d their Goods, and their Corn, over to our ſide of the 
Canal, ,and the Enemies found nothing' of Forrage -but Straw, which 
may be. was not thorowly 'T hreſh'd;becauſe the Prince had commanded 
all che, Zogrs nearthe Canals of Offend or Newport, (upon the Enemies 
coming to Forhout ) to Threſh all their Corn within ſo many dayes, 
and to Tranſport it over to our fide of the Canal,or elſe rhat he would 
ſend Partiesto burn and deſtroy it, This made the Enemies find but 
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little Forrage atty where hereabouts , but in revenge they fell upon OReober. 
the Abbey, and plunder*d it, whence they ſtole the Bell, the Clock, 
the Copper, the Glaſs Windows, and the Books out of the Library ; 
the Monks having tranſported all the reſt .of their Effects in places 
of Safety: T his was the laſt place that remain'd forthe Enemies to 
Forrage, where they loſt, near Fifry Men, kill'd and wounded, and 
were oblig'd to leave a good Detachment tot inveſt Ghjſte!, and- keep 
in the little Garriſon we had there , before they 'covtd come at it. 
Three Seldiers onely of Colonel Robert Mackay's Regiment were 
kill'd in this Rencounter, and five or f1x wounte The Mareſchal of 
Villeroy himſelf was preſent in this Forrage, becauſe ir being 'juft vpon 
the Canal of Newport, he expected a conſiderable reſiſtance to lave the 
Forrage of this place ; but all the Corn being by this time convey'd 
away, the Prince order'd Brigadier Maitland not to engage himlelf 
in the defence of ir, and to have no other Guard here but ſuch as 
was ſufficient to protect it from - aroders. 

The Second day of Oftober at Night, the Prince order'd a Houle 
to be blown up juſt upon the Canal of Oftend without, where the 
Partiſan 14 7 o#r us'd to rendezvous with his Men to make his incur- 
ſions upon this Canal, about Sralle//; and another Houſe near it was 
commanded to be pull'd down, that the Enemies parties might have 
no ſhelter nor advantage upon their {ide of the Canal ; for they us'd 
to conceal themſelves in theſe Houſes, and then Sally our of a fud- 
den upon the Veſſels chat went up and down. 7 | 

On the 4th. the Prince's Azmy began firſt to File off towards Win- 
ter-quarters, and this day the Brigades of Coy, and Prince Charles 
of Wirtemberg, being Cavalry, were order'd to march to Ghenat, 
and Boncourt's Regiment of Horle to Bruges. The 5th. Prince 
Vaudemont went to Oſtend, where he was entertain'd by Don Diego 
Couarruvias the Governour, and return'd tothe Camp in the Evening, 
The ſame day, Zumley's Brigade march'd towards Ghendr, its Win- 
ter-quarter ; and the Zunenborrg Regiment of La Mothe, that had 
been moſt part of the Campagne in Garrifon in Offend, came up by 
Water to Bruges, and incamp'd within our Line, and the 6th, 
march'd on towards Louvain, its Winter-Garrifon, The fame day, 
the Queens Dragoons commanded by Colonel Lloyd, marched'through 
Bruges, being come up from Major General Fages Army near New- 
port, to go into Quarters upon the Frontier of the States Flanders,” to- 
wards /ſendijck and Biervleet ; and all our Dragoons left the Field the 
ſame day to go to their ſeveral Quarters, aſſign'd behind the Catials 
of Oſtend and Bruges, The fame day, the Mareſchal of Y;lleroy's 
Army left the Camp of Torhour and H/nendale, to Carton along the Lys 
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O8oter. and the Mandel, not being able to ſubſiſt here any longer, and the 
Repartition of - Winter-quarters not being yet come from Court, This 
Army had pull'd down and deſtroy'd all the Villages hereabouts to 
make up Huts, which- being a Dependency of the Urye of Bruges, 
the Magiſtrates of the VUrye contracted with the Mareſchal of Y1l- 
leroy, for about 10co Piſtoles, to fave them for the ule of the Boors of 
the Countrey, who thereupon gave ſtrict Orders for the preſervation 
of the Huts, which otherwiſe the Army might have burnt and de- 
ſtroy'd upon its marching off, as Licencious Soldiers are us'd to do. 
Villercy's Army being ſeparated to Canton upon the Lys andthe HMan- 
2el, the Brigade of Life-Guards, and Gens d' Armes, and the Light 
Horſe (being the Troops of the Houſhold) had their Quarters 
upon the Lys at Warneton , Warwick, and Comines ; the refk of 
the Army was Carnton'd upon the Villages between the Lys 
and the Manage, and the Mareſchal of Y:llerey took his Head Quar- 
ters at Rouſſelar, The Prince had one of his Trumpets in Filleroy's 
Army when it was marching off, by whom the Maretchal ef Y7lleroy ſent 
a great many Complements to Prince Yaudemuxt, and would have him 
preſent at the Marching off of his Army , which was generally 
in a very indifferent condition , eſpecially the Cavalry , that had 
been very much fatigu'd in Forraging in a Country where the ways 
are intollerably bad, and at the ſame time the Forrage ſcarce, which 
could nor make the Horſes very fat. There were great diſcourſes of 
Peace in the Enemies Army at their Marching off , and the Mareſchal 
of Villeroy himſelf inſinuated as much in his Complements to the Prince. 

On the 7th. the Prince's Army continued to march off by degrees 
rowards W inter- quarters, and the Regiments of Wolfembuttel and 
Heringen were order'd ro Audenarde, withthe Datch Regiments that 
were to have their Garrifon there. The {ame day, the two Swiſſe 
Batrallions of 71ilzne, and the Hanover Battallion: of Cing YVilles, came 
vp by Water from Major General Fazel's Army at Newpert,to Bruges. 
T he 8h, they purſued their March towards their Winter-Quarters, 
Cingvilles to Malines, and Milune to tome of the Holland Frontiers 
in Brabant. The ſame day, the Battallion of Daniſh Guards went 

Water to Ghendt , and the Daniſh Battallions of the Queens, 
Prince Frederick, Zealanat, and Jutlandr, marchd to their. Winter- 
Quarters upon the Canal of Brxges, under the command of Brigadier 
Haxhauſen. The gth. all the reſt of the Prince's Army broke up 
to march into Quarters. The Prince went to Ghenat this day, where 
he rarried the next, to ſee the Army march off quietly, and the 11th, 
went to Bruſſels, his uſual Reſidence. The Artillery march'd through 
Brages, and went behind the Canal to G hendt ; except what remain'd 
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at Bruges, andthe Stores (ent 'to Ofterd and Damme, and the Artillery Oftober. 
that been order'd' before to/ Newport, Ther Infantry ;paſs'd the Canal 
of Bruges upon the Bridge of Boats we had near St. Afichael, and 
marched towards Ghenar, and fo 1ſeverally: into Quarters. ,. Al] the 
Forces in His Majeſties Pay, both Foot , Horſe, and-Dragaons, .haye 
been Quartered this Year between Ghendr and - Newport, 41 the 
Towns and upon the Country behind the Canals,to makea good Fron: 
tier here; except the two Bartallions of Dztco Guards, which are at 
Liere ; the Guards of Wolfemba'tel , and HHeringeny at Aridenarae ; 
the Regiments of Weillekens , Hanover Guards, and  Cinquilles, at 
Matines ; the Life-Guards at Breda ; and Horle Grenadiers at Bojslecnc. 
The Duke of Wirtenberg took his Quarters in-Gberat, as ulually , and 
Lieutenant General Averqueroue, Commander in chief of, our.Cavalry. 
Major General Eppinger is to Command the Dragoons behind the 
Canals; Brigadier Haxhau/erupon the Canal of Bruges ; Major Ge- 
nerals Ramſay and Collier in Bruges ; upon the Canal of Oſtend, Brigadier 
Maitland; Brigadier Tiffin at Offend ; upon the Canal of Newport, 
Brigadier St. Paul ; and Major General Fagel to Command in Newport. 
The Body under his Command (except what we have mentioned to 
have march'd into Quarters by Bruges ) ſtill continued incamp'd. to ob- 
ſerve the Enemies Camton'd about Rox fſela/zand the Regiments of Lauder, 
Mackay, and Str athnavern, upon the Canal of Newport, to Guard the 
paſſages of it : And likewife the Brandenbonrg T roops ſill kept upon 
the Mehajgne, till Tallard's Army, which was now at Marche ez Famine, 
ſhould ſeparate into Garriſon, which it did few days after ; for theRe- 
partition of Winter Quarters for all the French Armies in this Country 
came from Court,to the Marefchals of Yilleroy and Bouflers,on the 1 1th, 
The r3th.the Mareſchal of /;leroy came from Roufſe/ar to Conrtray ; 
and the ſame day his Army march'd towards the Winter Quarters 
that had been aſlign'd it, and the Mareſchal of Y3eroy purſued his 
Voyage to Court the next day ; but the Mareſchal of Bouflers tarried 
behind to ſee the Troops march into Quarters, and to. view the Fron- 
tier Garrifons. The remainder of Major General Fage!'s Troops 
march'd into Quarters at the fame time ; the-Dutoh to Sluys , and 
Newport ; Colonel: Lauder's to: Oftend; my Lord  Strathnavern's. to 
Damme ; and Colonel Robert Mackay's Regiment upon: the Villages be- 
hind the Canal near Newport. Count Tallard's Army, upon the Fron-

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October. part at Maeſtricht, and part at Viſet (having left Nine Battallions to 
Quarter in Liege, Tongres, and other places of the Dioceſs on this 
ide of the Acuſe) and fo they purſued their March towards the 
Dutchy of 7ulters ( where their head Quarter was to be at Aix la Chap- 
jclle ) and the Arch-biſhoprick of Cologne, and the Country of Cleves, 
where they are to Winter : But Count Tallard hinder'd them from 
marching this way ſooner ; for whileſt he was beyond the 1er/e 
with ſo Conliderable a Body, *twas not ſafe for the Brandenbou; 
Troops to pals this River, and march towards the Khine, eſpecially 
when they were to leave ſo many Battallions behind them'to Quar- 
ter in the Paijs de Liege. And now that all the Armies on both ſides were 
marching into Quarters from the Meyſe to the Sea , the Dutch Troops 
(which from the ſeparation of our Brabant Army at Brains la Leu Pk 
had Canton'd in the Villages between alines and Louvain) march'd | 
into the Neighbouring Towns, and the Prince of Naſſau-5>aarbruck, 
Velrt Mareſchal-General of the States's Army,lefr the Abby of Parck, to 
eſtabliſh his Zead Quarter for the Winter ar Malines : But firht, at this 
time that the Armies on all ſides were Marching into Quarters, they 
form'd a deſign of forcing the Paſſage of Antoing upon the Schcld, near 
Tournay, by {urpriſe, and raiſe Contribution within the Enemies Lines ; 
and therefore made ſeveral Detachments from the Garritun of Brſſels, f 
being in all about 1200 Men, who were to rendezvous at Aeth, where 
they were reinforc*d by as many more of this Garrilon, which joyn'd 
them in the Wood of Romeroy, the gth. early in the Morning , with 
two Pieces of Cannon, and Portons, or Tinne Boats ; but the Ene- 
mies had a timely intelligence of ir. Monſieur de Szrlaubenv, who Com- 
manded at 7 ournay, gave an account of it to the Mareſchal of Bouflcrs, 
who was now at Conde ; who immediately gather'd a confiderable 
Body, to march and cut off the Retreat of this Detachment, Pracosn- 
:al was Commanded from Mortagne, with the Carabiniers, and Sur- 
lauben from Tournay, with ſeveral Regiments, to be ready to joyn "ll 
him. Thus the Diſcovery of the Deſign made it miſcarry, and this 
reat Detachment ſeparated to joyn the ſeveral Regiments, from 
which it had been Commanded. | | 
And thus ended the Campagne, without any Action or Siege, ei- 
ther on the French ſide, or ours; or indeed any advantage, but what 
Villeroy gain'd by. his being before-hand with us in the Field ; which 
has made him ſubſfiſt all the Campagne upon our own Frontier, between 
the Scheld and the Canals of Bruges, Oftend, and Newport ; for whileſt 
Prince /audemont kept behindthe Canals to act Defenſively againſt the 
Mareſchal of Yilleroy, the Mareſchal of Boxfiers on the Enemies [ide 
kept behind the Sambre and the Scheld, to do the lame- thing vgaing 
is 
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His Majeſties Army in Brabant ; except the little time he was in the Oftober 
Plain of Fleury, at the beginning of rhe Campagne, occaſion'd by the 
late coming of our German Forces in the Field ; for till they did come 
up to. reinforce us, the Enemies were much ſtronger than we ; and 
therefore we could not diſpute to them thoſe advantages they took at 
the beginning, which afterwards could not be retriev'd , when at 
beſt the Armies were near of an equal Strength ; and when Armies are 
{o, both (ides are Cautious, and will not hazard or venture; eſpecially 
upon the latter end of a War, that the Lois of a Battle muſt give an ir- 
recoverable advantage to the oppoſite ſide. But what clogp'd the 
Proceeding of His Majeſties affairs in F/anders moſt , and which ma 
be reckon'd the Original Cauſe of ſuch advantages as the Enemies have 
had in this Country this Campagne, was the diforder of Coin at Home ; 
when the old Species were not fo univerſally Cry'd down, but that 
their Currency kept up the New in rich Mens Pockets, who expected 
an advantage by it : And as they can never be Current together, and 
that the Old was Recoyning into New at ſuch a vaſt diſproportion 
as the Clippers had brought it to, this made both 1o ſcarce, that it has 
caus'd an univerſal confuſion and diforder in 'I radeand Commerce , 
and ſtopt up the Springs and Fountains of the publick Treaſury ; 
which being the Sinews of War, it is but a natural and necefſary Con- 
ſequence that our Efforts muſt then be weak and languiſhing. And 
indeed this unhappy Circumſtance, ro which our Mony had been re- 
duc'd%y abominable and wicked Men, has prov*d the greateſt Hardſhip 
of the War; and the Clippers, with their Supporters and Procurers , 
have been worſe Enemies to Ergland, than the very French them- 
ſelves. — Quid non mortalia pettora cogis, Auri ſacra fames ? 

And yet thisis not the only unhappy Conſequence of this difficulty, 
that it has weaken'd and enervated our Efforts of War ; but it has 
been one of the moſt ſubſtantial obſtacles to the great and wiſh*d for 
Work of a General Peace. W henour Circumſtances, as to outward 
appearance, were ſuch, the French Kirg could do no lets than ſtand upon 
higher Terms for it, ro prolong the War, and drive us yer to worſe 
extremities, and ſuch as may give-him hopes to compals his deſigns 
againſt us. He has made Peace with /raly, where he had an Army of 
K <4 80 Battallions, and as many Squadrons, to put himſelf in a 
better Ccndition to bend the urmoſt of his Power this way ; and there- 
fore there is a greater neceſſity than ever of our ſtrongeſt Efforts, 
and of cur utmoſt Zeal and Unanimity for the common Cauſe of 
Europe in general, andours inparticular, The War is now work'd up to 
its Criſis, which muſt ſoon determine either of our hopes or of our fears, 
and of all that is dear to us: But a certain Symtome of a happy Con- 
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Oftober. eluſion (for it cannot laſt ) would be to ſee Trade flouriſh and revive, a 
brisk Currency of good Coin (and is it not 4 goat pity that this ſhould 
be wanting, whileſt there is ſo mnch uſeleſs and ſuperfluous Plate ?) and 
the Body of the Nation free from heats , ferments, and diſcords. This 
will givea new Life to our Proceedings, and put the French King out 
of hopes of gaining his ends upon us, and will convince him, that as 
we have ingag'd in this War without the Affiſtance of 7raly, fo we 
can compaſs an Honourable Peace without it ; and if we put our ſelves 
inthis poſture, we ſhall ſoon obtain it ; But otherwiſe, if we lingeror 
jarre in our Proceedings, we remove that ſo much the further from us, 
which all honeſt and good Men moſt deſire, v;z. a General Peace,which 
is a Happineſs we may juſtly expect to follow from this Selſion of 
Parliament,
